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THE WAR CLOUD BREAKING 


ENGLAND AND RUSSIA TO RESUME 
FRIENDLY NEGOTIATIONS. 

THE AFGHAN FRONTIER DISPUTE TO BE 
SETTLED BY ARBITRATION—THE VOTE 
OF CREDIT AGREED TO. 


Lonpon, May 4.—In the House of Lords 
this afternoon Earl Granville, in answer to in- 
quiries, stated that England and Russia were 
prepared to renew in London the negotiations 
of the Afghan frontier question which had been 
broken off. His lordship said that both England 
and Russia had agreed that the difficulties which 
had arisen from the Penjdeh incident should be 
submitted to “a full investigation and reference 
to friendly powers."? Both Governments would 
facilitate the negotiations as much as possible. 
The Penjdeh district will remain neutral terri- 
tory during the progress of the negotiations. 
“The Russian Government,” continued Earl 
Granville, * have stated their readiness to con- 
sider the question of withdrawing their troops 
should the decision of the Afghan Boundary 
Commission prove to be against them. Any 
differences that may arise regarding the inter- 
pretation of passages in the dispatches of the 
two Governments would be dealt with ina 
manner consistent with the honor of both 
countries.” 

Mr. Gladstone stated in the House of Com- 
mons this aiternoon that no communications 
bad as yet passed between Russia and England 
in regard to the reported occupation of Port 
Hamilton by England. 

In response to a question by Sir Stafford North- 
cote Mr. Gladstone said that all impediments in 
the way of a friendly prosecution of the corre- 
spondence on the Afghan question appeared to 
be removed. The two Governments, he said, 
were now ready to refer to the sovereign of some 
friendly State any difficulties which may be 
found to exist in regard to the agreement of 
March 17, with a view to a setilement{fof the 
matter ina mode consistent with the honor of 
both States. Continuing, Mr. Gladstone said 
that both Russia and England were prepared to 
resume forthwith communications on the main 
points of the line delimiting the Afghan frontier, 
but the details of the line would have to be ex- 
amined and traced on the spot in conformity 
with the conditions formerly agreed upon. 
** Russia,” said the Premier, ** has expressed her- 
self as willing to agree to a removal of the Rus- 
siun outposts ” 

Referring again to the subject of a resump- 
tion of communications between England and 
Russia, Mr. Gladstone said that they would be 
much facilitated by the more full and exact 
knowledge which the Government now pos- 
sessed of the Ameer’s views since the meeting 
between him and the Ear! of Dufferin at Rawal- 
pindi and the valuable topographical informa- 
tion which had since reached Engiand. 

The Right Hon. Sir Charies Dilkes, President 
of the Local Government Board, announced 
tor the Government that it was imperative in 
the interest of the country that the House pro- 
ceed at once with the vote of credit. A number 
of members at once put interrogatories to the 
Government concerning the trustworthiness of 
both Sir Peter Lumsdem and Gen, Komaroff. 
Mr. Gladstone answered in detalii, stating, in 
substance, that the dispute aboutjthe Penjdeh 
incident had never been a question of the trial 
of any officer, but one ‘which concerned the 
honor of the two Governments involved in the 
March agreement. lt was not in the power of 
vither party to this agreement to claim the ex- 
Ctlusive right of interpretation. The speaker 
believed the agreement would be found suili- 
ciently clear. 

Lord Randolpl Churchill, the voung Conser- 
Vvative leader, now arose and launched into a 
Savage attack upon the Government. He ar- 
ued that the announcement just made on be- 
alf of the Government was a terrible piece of 
newsto those anxious forthe security of the 
Indian Empire. **'The Government,” he cried, 
“have made a base, cowardly surrender ot every 
point at issue to Russia! I greatly fear that as 
aresult we have lost India!” Lord Randolph, 
continuing, said that he protested against the 
conduct of the Government in submitting the 
yote of credit last Monday without giving the 
slightest indication of their polhcy anid of the ex- 
2bt point set issue with Russia. The latter, he con- 
aended, had been foralong time breaking the 

ment of 1873 with respect to Central Asia. 

tn regard to the Afghans, Lord Churchill insist- 
that the Russians iong ago passed the bound- 
ry which they had promised to respect as the 
rightful frontier line of the Ameer’s dominions, 
In 1882 a series of pledges were voluntarily given 
by Russia concerning the boundary, and all of 
them had been deliberately broken. He feared 
that when the news should become known in 
India England would lose ali the respect, sym- 
patyv, and loyalty of the natives. He declared 
that the history of Russia's negotiations with 
England was a record of treachery, fraud, 
and falsehood. Remembering the action 
of the Government in the present mat- 
ter and the useless sacrifices in the 
Soudan: remembering how they had forced 
Egypt to wallow in the mud before France, and 
had gladly associated themselves with her in 
that act of humility, it was impossible to repose

it was farcical to acquiesce in the present vote. 
Engiand’s position in India was _ incredibly 
strong while she showed herself capable of rul- 
ing, but it became incredibly weak the moment 
there was the faintest indication of a relaxa- 
tion of power. It was impossible to provide 
security for India by any agreement with 
Russia. He implored the Ministers who were 
dealing with the present crisis to remember the 
past perfidy of Russia and their duty to Eng- 
jJand and to India. [Loud cheers.] 

Mr. Gladstone said that there had been no 
change in the Government's policy since last 
Monday, when the House unanimously voted in 
favor of thecredit. The Government were trying 
to obtain a definite Russo-Afghan frontier,and he 
trusted they would succeed. At present there was 
no frontier in existence enabling one power to 
call another to account for passing a forbidden 
line. He contended that if the papers, when 
published, showed that the Ameer did not de- 
tire the advanced frontier, England had no 
right to force it on him. In Mr. Gladstone's 
judgment, any appearance of hesitation in 
agreeing to the credit would be a serious 
public evil. He bad no objection to sweeping 
criticism, but when, happily, there wasa pros- 
pect of a favorabie issue of a difficult crisis he 
asked the House not to derogate from what it 
bad already patriotically done. He declared 
that if in sucha period of anxiety and difficulty 
the Government were unworthy of being 
trusted the sooner they were released from their 
responsibilities the better. 

Sir William Harcourt, Home Secretary, said 
that the arbitrator woulda state whether either 
party to the convention should make an amende 
for what bad been done, and if so, how the 
amende should be made. Any delay in passing 
the vote of credit might make all the difference 
between peace and war. 

Mr. Henry Labouchere, Radical, moved that 
the vote of credit be reduced from $55,000,000 to 
$35,0000.000. Mr. Labouchere’s motion was re- 
jected by a vote of 79 to 29. The majority in- 
eluded the Conservative leaders. The Parnellites 
voted with the minority. The Speaker then put 
the main question—the vote of $55,000,000. 

Sir Stafford Northcote supported a private 
member's motion that the debate be adjourned. 
He thought that the House ought to have time 
for considering the subject. The motion was 
negatived by a vote of 181 to1l4. Baron Henry 
De Worms (Conservative) moved that the 
House be adjourned. Mr. Gladstone op- 
posed the motion, saying that he _ did 
s0 under a deep sense of public duty. 
Sir Stafford Northcote explained that the Orpe- 
sition had no wish to exhibit a policy of bhesita- 
tion, but simply wanted time to understand the 
Government's policy. The motion to adjourn 
was rejected by a vote of 169 to 111. A further 
motion to adjourn the debate was rejected 
by 164 to 105. <A still further motion_to 
adjourn the House was made, whereupon Mr. 
Gladstone suggested thatif the vote of credit 
was agreed to discussion on the subject could be 
raised Thursday in Committee of Supply. Sir 
Stafford Northcote assented to this suggestion, 
and the motion to adjourn the House was nega- 
tived. The vote of credit: was then agreed to by 
130 to 20. 

After Mr. Gladstone had announced the peace 
arrangement in the House of Commons the 
Conservative members held’ a meeting and 
discussed their course in regard to the 
vote of credit. They decided that it would be 
impolitic to oppose the vote. An opinion pre- 
vails in the party that the Government 
excited the war furor in order to cover its re- 
treat from the Soudan and to obtain credit 
with which to meet existing deficits. Itis said 
that Mr. Gladstone never had the faintest inten- 
tion of entering into a conflict with Russia. On 
the Government side, on the other hand, there is 
unanimousapproval of the Government's policy. 

A communication from the Russian Govern- 
ment detnes the scope of the arbitration. 
It is not to include the military ques- 
tion, but is to be limited to the con- 
sideration of explanations with reference to 
tke alleged violation of the convention. 
The terms of the arrangement indicate that the 
arbitrator’s function will be to find a formula of 
conciliation consistent with the amour propre of 
both sides. Emperor William will be asked to 
BCt as arbitrator, and it is expected that he will 
consent. 

The Admiralty has issued an order stopping 
the turther charter of ships of smal! capacity 
that were intended to be used for the trangpor- 
tation ot troops. This order is regarded as fore- 
shadowing the stoppage of all war prepurations. 

Aamirai Seymour, who bombarded Alexandria

the fleet composed of the Atlantic steamships 
Oregon, Umbria, Alaska, and Arizona. ‘The 
Oregon has been made the Admiral’s flagship. 

The Pall Mall Gazette says it believes that Eng- 
land really never annexed Port Hamilton. The 
British fleet, according to the Gazette, has mere- 
ly taken a position with a view to prevent other 
—— from either annexing or cceupying Port 

amilton in the event of an Anglo-Russian war. 

Penjdeh has paid tribute to Herat for a hun- 
dred years, and 15 Afghan soldiers have been in 
Penjdeh since 1881 as the escort for the Governor. 
Penjdeh, therefore, is an integral part of the 
Province of Herat. 


Lonpon, May 5.—The Daily News says the 
Government consider that Russia’s dispatch of 
Saturday isa full and final acceptance of Earl 
Granville’s proposals. The News says the Gov- 
ernment must continue to be ready for the 
worst, even while they believe the worst is not 
to come. 

The Standard says that all the indications 
point to the King of Denmark as the urbitrator 
to be selected by Russia and England in pursu- 
ance of the pending agreement. 

The Post this morning says: ** One more humil- 
jiation when they crowd so thickly on us would 
be of little moment it thereby we avoided war, 
but even if the frontier question is settled the 
tnevitable conflict will only be postponed for a 
brief period.” 

The Standard says: ‘* Earl Granville throws 
up the sponge in the most artistic manner. We 
have no doubt that when the British Empire 
perishes, it, too, will have learned to die 
gesthetically. It remains to be seen how 
much life there is in it yet. The only 
serious matter is Lumsden, whom all 
Asia is Jaughing at. We are unable to say what 
will become of him. Will he be able to report 
severity of the weather, the sharpness of Rus- 
sian sabres, the fineness of Russian humor? At 
any rate he has not surrendered the frontier. 
That is left to negotiation.” 

The Times says: ** There is little to be thankful 
for except the fact that war has been avoided at 
a price which as yet we are unable to calculate 
with precision, as it is dependent upon the Rus- 
sian Government’s ability to curb the aggress- 
ive spirit of the military party.” 


St. PETERSBURG, May 4.—Though no 
definite news of a rapprochement between Eng- 
land and Russia has been received, the warcloud 
seems suadenly to have dissolved. The news 
that England has not annexed Port Hamilton, 
in the Japan Sea, gives a feeling of relief. 

It is stated that the imperial Ministry in coun- 
cil have decided finally upon the utmost limits 
of concession which Russia is willing to make to 
Engiand in the pending Afghan controversy. 

The Czar is expected to start tor Moscow to- 
morrow to celebrate the jubilee of the Russian 
nobility. 


CartcuTTaA, May 4.—The publio are dis- 
satisfied with England's concession to Russia, 
and fears are generally expressed now that the 
English attitude may have already endangered 
the safety of the party composing Sir Peter 
Lumsden’s surveying commission. Preparations 
for war on a large scale still continue in India. 

The construction of the railway through the 
Bolan Pass, on the way to Quetta, is proceeding 
rapidly. It is calculated that the grading, 
bridging, and cutting will have sufficiently ad- 
vanced by the endot Juneto allow troops to 
march over the roadbed. 


Trrpeun, April 20.—The dam at Kara- 
bund, 70 miles north of Sarakhs, has burst, tiood- 
ing the country for miles round about. The 
Russians are making strenuous exertions to re- 
pair the dam and damage done. 


SimuA, May 4.—Eye witnesses of the 
Penjdeh affair say that on March 29 Taib Salar, 
the Afghan commander, received Gen. Koma- 
roff’s ultimatum, in substance that  un- 
less the Afghans. retired from the ieft 
bank of the Kushk ana right bank of 
the Murghab before the evening of that 
date, the Russians would drive them out. Capt. 
Yate then conferred with Col. Zacharevski, as 
already reported. The}same night Taib Salar, 
after consulting with the British officers, 
declined to evacuate the positions referred 
to, but offered to consider reasonable 
proposals regarding pickets and outposts. 
Gen. Komaroff made no answer to the offer, and 
next mornipg,during a rainfall, accompanied by 
heavy mist, the Russians advanced, the Turco- 
man cavalry covering the infantry. This move- 
ment drew the Afghan fire, when the Turcomans 
opened out, showing a battalion of the Sev- 
enty-third Regiment, a Sotnia of Cossacks 
and eight guns. Two of the latter came 
into action, and the infantry fired volleys for 
half an hour, sweeping the Afghans down in 
files. The Afghans, with muzzle-loaders and 
wet powder, answered feebly, while two guns 
badly placed replied to the Russian artillery. 
The Kushk was swollen and unfordable. 

The only means of retreat was by the Pul-i- 
Khisti bridge, seven feet wide. The Cossacks 
swept forward on the left flank of the Afghans, 
and the Russian infantry charged their intrench- 
ments and carried them at the point of the 
bayonet, killing hundreds of the defenders, who 
resisted bravely. Atthe first shot the British 
officers, who were five miles south of Ak-Tapa, 
hurried to the spot,and met the Afghans in 
full retreat, both from Ak-Tapa and Pul-i- 
Khisti. Col.’Alikhanoff, with a strong escort, 
crossed the bridge and occupied the Afghan mil- 
itary Governor's ftent, but no pursuit was 
made. Col. Alikhanoff ordered his  Sa- 
ruk Turcomans to attack Capt. Yate’s 
party, which arrived during the Afghan retreat. 
Capt. Yate asked Col. Zacharevski for an inter- 
view, and requested that troops be sent to guard 
the British camp. No answer was given to this 
request. Some Tekke Turcomans appeared 
on the scene, and the Saruk Turcomans 
with Capt. Yate urged a retreat. The British 
retired under the escort of the Saruk chiefs. 
Taib Salar was badiy wounded. The Afghans 
were badly demoralized. A copy of the tele- 
gram giving the news of the agreement of 
March 17 was given to Col. Zacharevski on 
March 27.

FRESH TROUBLE FOR RUSSIA. 
Lonpon, May 4.—Dispatches from Tien- 
Tsin state that;the dispute between China and 
Russia regarding the frontier of Manchooria 
has become acute, owing to the non-arrival of 


the Russian members of the Delimitation Com- 
mission, and the constant postponemet of the 
date of their arrival at the place of meeting to 
settle the boundary. The Chinese Commission- 
ers have been ready for the past several months 
to begin the work of delimitation, and the fail- 
ure of the Russian Commissioners to meet them 
has caused the Chinese Government to fear that 
the same course pursued by Russia respect- 
ing the Afghan frontier will be followed. 
in this case. Now that the difficulty with 
France in relation to Tonquin has been settled, 
China bas become more courageous, and has de- 
manded that Russia fulfill ber part of the agree- 
ment which Jed to the appointment of the com- 
mission. It is said that China has also intimated 
that she is quite prepared to enforce ber claims 
in regard to the frontier of Manchooria. The 
Chinese allege that the Russians have been con- 
stantly encroaching upon Chinese territory ever 
since the Ignatieff agreement of 1860. 


RECENT EVENTS IN EGYPT. 
SuAKIN, May 4.—FEl Mahdi’s men are be- 
coming more daring every day. Last night they 
surrounded Tambouk and Utao and kept up a 
heavy fire on both placesall night. The firing 
was, however, made from too long range to be 
effective. Another forward movement by the 


British troops is expected to take place to-mor- 
row. 


Lonpon, May 4.—In reply to questions in 
the House of Lords this afternoon Earl Gran- 
ville said that the British Government had sanc- 
tioned the seizure of the Bosphore Eqyptien 
without giving any opinion as to the legality of 
the action. France having demanded a reopen- 
ing of the office of the paperand the punishment 
of the persons concerned in the act of seizure 
and suppression, England caused a legal inquiry 
to be made into the matter, and, ascertaining 
from this inquiry that the suppression of the 
Bosphore_ Egyptien was unwarranted, England, 
without disclaimine any of ber share of the re- 
sponsibility for the act of seizure, advised Egypt 
to apologize to France and tc allow the Bosphore 
Egyptien to reappear. 


CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 

Lonpon, May 4.—Mary Anderson will 
sail for America on Sept. 28.

Exposition of Inventions. The Princess of 
Wales, the Duke of Edinburgh, the Duke of 
Cambridge, Earl Granville, and Sir WiHiam Ver- 
non-Harcourt were among the distinguished 
persons present. The attendance of the general 
public was very large.

ON THE OLD BATTLE FIELD 


PRESIDENT CLEVELAND'S VISIT 


TO GETTYSBURG. 


REUNION OF UNION AND CONFEDERATE VET-' 


ERANS ON THE HISTORIC BATTLE 
GROUND OF PENNSYLVANIA. 

GerryspurG, Penn., May 4.—The skies 
were clear to-day and the temperature was 
cool and delightful. The hiilsides and meadows 
have begun to take on their Spring tints of 
green, but the mountains and woodlands re- 
tain their sombre garbs of brown. This 
Village seems to have undergone no 
changes in appearance since the ominous 
preliminary artillery skirmisning on _ the 
afternoon of the 380th of June, 22 years ago, 
awoke the echoes of its hills and the conscious- 
ness of its 2,000 or 3,000 inhabitants to the start- 
ling fact that the war was at their doors, and 
that a great battle was to be foucht over their 
heads. It isasleepy hollow, full of Van Wink- 
les, and its plain, unsymmetrical cottayes of 
brick and its dusty macadamized roadways have 
nothing in their appearance more attractive or 
interesting than those of the most prosaic of 
farming centres. 

The number of visitors to-day was much 
smaller than was expected. The President, who 
after two months of trying iabor at the capital, 
made this the occasion for his first holiday, ar- 
rived at 11:30 o’clock. His special car was the 
last of a special train of seven cars. With 
him came the Vice-President, Secretary and 
Mrs. Endicott and daughter, Secretary Whitney 
and Postmaster-General Vilas, Commissioner 


Black and wite, Gen. Frey, the Swiss Minister, 
and Gen. and Miss Rosecrans. The party was in 
charge of ex-Gov. Curtin. Another special car 
of the train was occupied by members of the 
District ot Columbia Commandery of the Loyal 
Legion, numbering 27 members, under the 
charge of Gen. Albert pro J and Major H. L. 
Crantord. Among the people of note on the 
train were Gen. Hunt, who was Chief of the 
Union artillery at the battle of Gettysburg; 
Gen. G. B. Raum, Gen. Dudley, ex- 
Commissioner of Pensions, who lost a 
leg during the fight of the first day and 
remained a prisoner with the Confederates until 
the latter retired; Gen. B. B. Mussey, Gen. 
Hazen, Gen. Bragg. Gen. Ripley, Assistant Sec- 
retary Coon, and Congressman Springer. Gov. 
Pattison and Congressman Swope, the latter a 
resident of Gettysburg, met the President 
and party at the train and escorted them 
to carriages through the crowd, which 
comprised the entire population of the vil- 
lage, the country round about, and 
the visiting strangers who had_ arrived 
in advance. The President’s carriage, contain- 
ing the President and Vice-President, Gov. Pat- 
tison, and ex-Goy. Curtin, led the way at a walk 
through the village to the cemetery, three-quar- 
ters of a mile away, where the ceremonies of the 
day, which were commendably briet and simple, 
took place. The distinguished guests having 
assembled upon the stand, with the main body of 
the visitors in front and below, were formally 
welcomed by Gov. Pattison as follows: 

“My FELLOW-CITIZENS: We are glad to be with 
you to-day. We rejoice in the presence of the Exec- 
utive of the Union, of the great Commonwealth. As 
citizens of Pennsylvania, we, the people, extend to him 
awelcome. We olfer to him the pacitic hospitahties 
of Pennsylvania, and we congratulate him upon 
the pesce und prosperity and happiness enjoyed 
by our people throughout the length and breadth of 
the lana. We rejoice to-day in a Union in which 
there is a common national and political interest, 
a common pride ina glorious ancestry, a common in- 
terest in the great heritage of blessing. And we are 
nere to-day to welcome the veterans and the wur 
Governors. We say tothem that neither distance nor 
lapse of time shall ever cause them or the memories of 
the men who fell upon the field of Gettysburg to be 
torgotten. Weextend toallof them and to all visit- 
ing citizens a hearty, cordial welcome.” 


Major Martin Maginnis, ex-Delegate in Con- 
gress from Montana, replied to the Governor's 
ese “tg welcome. Inthe course of his speech 
he said: 

“To the survivors of both armies this is holy ground, 
hallowed by the deeds of their comrades who crim- 
soned thisturf with their blood and consecrated it by 
their death. his was a field of sacrifice for the sins 
that had come down from the fathers; an altar of ex- 
piation for offenses against human rights and human 
liberty, which, like the war itself, was rather 
the heritage, than the offense, of our generntion. 

“When these graves were newly made, Abraham Lin- 
coln said over them those simple but eloquent words 
which will be remembered so long asthe English tongue 
is spoken, or as future peoples shall resurrect the clas- 
sics of its dead and unspoken tongue. He. said that 
here the Nation should have anew birth of freedom. 
These were words of prophecy spoken from the shadow 
of his own impending martyrdom. Not more changed 
is this tleld from the day when it .was red 
with battle than is our entire country whose 
new career hung on the issue of the fight. The war- 
ring States ure restored to unity, our resources de- 
veloped beyond all expectation, and our wealth in- 
creased beyend belief. 'The South, recovered from the 
waste of war and the reconstruction of her social and 
political system, is aguin a source of strength, a fount- 
ain of prosperity, and a miracle of renewed loyalty 
to that Union whose foundations were largely laid by 
the valor and virtue of her Revolutionary sons. 
Men and parties change in harmony with the work- 
ings of free government, but every citizen of every 
class and color knows that his rights, his liberties, and 
his country are sate inthe hands of any men orany 
party who can command the confidence and support 
of the American people—never more safe than in the 
hands of our distinguished guest, the President, whose 
wise and conservativej/Administration will, we believe, 
give us peace abroad and good government at home.’’ 


Gen. Black made a long speech, in which, after 
referring to the battle of Gettysburg and its far- 
reaching results, he said: 

“Some are here of those who wore the blue and of 
those who wore the gray, side by side, retracing in 
pexce the steps that brought them face to face with 
each other by the red paths of war, marking with 
exactness the confused ways of struggle and estab- 
lishing in unity the chronicles of contention. This, 
signt upon which we guze, this performance 
of which we are art, was never equaled 
since the world began; for it there has been neither 
type nor mode). Courtesies have preceded other can- 
tests; the hand of mercy has often staid the swora in 
its descent, but never has civilization witnessed such 
triumph of its noblest tenets or such practice of its sub- 
limest precepts. This day at Get urg is a greater 
triumph than that of nearly a quarter century ago. That 
wus the triumph of arms, this is the triumph of 
the holier, wiser nature. From the battle fought here 
the roll of events was irresistibly down with the sweep 
of the avalanche from Gettysburg and Vicksburg to 
Appomattox and the end. from here onward the 
Confederate soldier fought with valor, with personal 
devotion to comrade and canse, with discipline that 
insured all possible results, but he fought without 
hope. To such struggle there could be but one 
end. Thank God it was reached so long ago! 
Welcome, then, veterans of the Republic; welcome to 
this spot, whereon the enduring'story of your achieve- 
ments gains new lustre from friend and former foe. 
Welcome all citizens. From the piled brands of the 
abandoned camp we light the beacons of peace, and 
at this high altar of a common country we pour obla- 
tions to concord, fraternity, and union. 

“Chief of the Greut Republic, they who are about to 
live sulute you. You impersonate the newund noble 
order of events. As we turn away from this place they 
who here fell that liberty might endure, that freedom 
might become universal, that the Nation might grow 
in material splendor, and the affections of mankind, 
speaking by their surviving comrades’ feeble lips, cry 
hall to the incarnate power of the spreading triumph- 
ant and eternal Republic.”’ 

Gen. Rosecrans, as Chairman of the Congres- 
sional Committee on Invitations, on behalf of 
the First Corps, was charged with the duty of 
welcoming the national legislators. He briefly 
sketched the origin and growth of the principles 
ot liberty and freedom which are distinctively 
American, and theirembodiment in our national 
Constitution, and concluded as follows: * High 
over all the insignificance of indtvidual effort and 
the inspiration of individual motives, history in 
ineffaceable words will emblazon the great over- 
mastering fact that the country’s bravest and 
best, fresh trom every walk and calling of civil 
life, with briefly extemporized skill and training 
in military service, came here to lay down their 
lives in defense of a Government and a flag under 
which they asked for no right which they did not 
wish even those with whom they were contending 
to enjoy. Nor will history fail to note 
that the desperate courage and valor displayed 
on those fields by those who wore the cray, was 
the outgrowth of our common heritage as that 
courage which at all hazards heroically stood 
for what was believed to be right, and without 
which we would be unworthy of the destiny 
which awaits us—a cnorouasy united people.” 

Among tbe letters of regret received’ by the 
soceeay was the following from the Comite de 

aris: 
CHATEAU D’EU, April 14. 
To J. H. Stine: 


DEAR S1r.—I have received your letter dated March 
27, conveying to me an invitation from Gov. Curtin to 
be present atthe historical visit to the battietield of 
Gettysburg. lam very gratefulto the Governor for 
this kind invitation, and if it had been possible, I 
would not have hesitated to cross the Atlantic in order 
to witness « sight which is, I believe, without parallel 
in the bloody history of mankind. I believe it 
has never happened before thatthe military leaders 
ot two armies should, after 2 years, meet 
in friendly converse on the battlefield to discuss every 
debatable point in the history of the great struggle in 
which they risked their lives, the oneugainst the other. 
I wonld have found the greatest interest in those dis- 
cussions. But in the present state of affairs I cannot 
undertake such a long journey, und I must therefore 
ask you to offer my most sincere excuses to Gov. Curtin. 
Tavall myself of this opportunity to assure you that I 
would have been glad to make your personal acquaint- 
ance.

JAMES R, OSGOOD & CO, FAIL 


THE WELL-KNOWN PUBLISHERS MAKE AN’ 


ASSIGNMENT. 
Boston, Mass., May 4.— The announce- 


ment of the suspension of the well-known pub-. 


lishing house of James R. Osgood & Co., which 
was made this morning, was a genuine sur- 
prise to the trade and the public. Late 
on Saturday, it is understood, a note 
of the firm to the National Bank of Commerce 
went to protest, and to-day notice of assign- 
ment to Robert M. Morse, Jr., as Trustee for the 
benefit of the creditors, was issued. An exact 
statement of the liabilities and assets is 
not obtainable, Mr. Osgood, the head of the 
house, declining to give any figures before 
the meeting of the creditors, which is 
callea for Tuesday of next week. It 
is ascertained from other sources that the lia- 
bilities are estimated at from $150,000 to $200,000, 


and the assets at- a considerably larger figure—' 


between $300,000 and $400,000..In the latter, 
however, are included large quantities of plates, 
the market value of which is uncertain, and 
valuable cohtracts which cannot at once 
be realized upon. The firm has_ invest- 
ed heavily of Jate yeurs in large and 
important subscription publications, notably 
the ‘** Memorial History of Boston,” and the re- 
cently published history—‘*The Episcopal 
Church in America.” These have been profit- 
able and are undertakings of gaye swag value, 
but, owing to the duliness of the times perfectly 
responsible parties, wno have contracted for 
large numbers of the books ready for delivery, 
have been unable to take them Lamapcer ag fe t is 
stated that the present embarrassment islargely 
due to this fact. Another cause is the gen- 
eral quiet of trade fora succession of months. 
The suspension of the publishing house caused 
the suspension of the Heliotype Printing Com- 
pany, which is largely dependent upon the 
former. Mr. Osgood introduced the heHotype 
process into this company some years ago, and 
after the development of the business the com- 
pany was formed. Mr. Osgood owns the plant, 
and of late years has leased it to Jame R. Os- 
good & Co.. who, with Samuel D. Sargent, 
have conducted the ‘work It has at times 
been ap exceedingly profitable investment. 
The liabilities of the Heliotype Company are not 
large and are mainly for labor, It has also as- 
signed to Robert M. Morse, Jr. The bulk of the 
indebtedness of the house and the company is in 
this city. It is said to be ‘principally among 
the banks. Atthe creditors’ mecting a full ex- 
hibit of the affairs willjbe made, and the belief is 
expressed that asatisfactory arrangement will 
speedily be effected whereby both concerns will 
be enabled to continue their business. 

The house of James R. Osgood & Co. descends 
from the old firm of Allen & Ticknor, which has 
changed suceessively to William D. Ticknor & 
Co., Ticknor, Reed & Fields, Ticknor & Fields, 
Fields, Osgood & Co., James R. Osgood & Co., 
and Houghton, Osgood &Co. In 1870 the last- 
named firm was formed by the_ consolida- 

the firm of James R. Osgood 
consisting at that time of James 

- Osgood and Benjamin 4H. _ Ticknor, 
Hurd & Houghton. and H. O. Houghton & Co. 
Afterward Messrs. Osgood and Ticknor withdrew, 
and together with a brother of James R. Osgood 
and T. B. Ticknor, brother of Benjamin H. Tick- 
nor, formed the new firm of James R. Osgood 
& Co., changing the business location from the 
corner of Franklin and Devonshire streets 
to the present building on Tremont-strect, 
near Joylston-street. The Ticknors’§ are 
sons of the late William D, Ticknor, of the 
original firm of Allen & Ticknor and its 
immediate successors. They established them- 
selves in the old corner bookstore. The 
house published the works of many of the lead- 
ing American writers, notably William D. 


. Howells, all of who¢e publications since his re- 


tirement from the editorship of the Atlantic 
it has issued as fast as completed, and 
has been concerned in many :noteworthy lit- 
erary undertakings. Itestablished the American 
Architect and still publishes it, and it was long 
the publishers of Our a Folks, absorbed 
some years ago in the St. Nicholas Magazine. 
The house has the sympathy of the trade and 
others, with whom it has long been popular. 

The firm recently stated that their capital at 
last stock taking was $175,000 over and above 
debts of $150,000. Their plates cost $180,000, but 
were inventoried at $65,000, which they would 
bring at auction. 


Cuicaao, May 4.—‘‘ The failure of James 
R. Osgood & Co., of Boston,” said Gen. A. C. 
McClurg, of Jansen, McClurg & Co., Chicago, to- 
day, * will not surprise the Chicago booksellers 
much, as the house has not been regarded as a 
strong one for some time. The failure can have 
no.effect on the business here, as all the book- 
sellers here who had dealings with the firm are 
its debtors not its creditors.” 


The news of the failure was not a surprise to 
the proprietors of the larger publishing houses 


inthis city. It has been known among them for 
some time that Osgood & Co. were in serious 
financial difficulties and that there was littie 
hope of their pulling through. The firm tried 
to establish anew business in exceedingly bad 
times, and in doing so it was placed at 
great disadvantage. It had no established list 
and no income from standard books that are 
constantly in demand to depend on. The new 
works published by the firm did not contain 
many novelties. W. D. Howells was the best- 
known writer that the firm was publisher for. 
He followed Mr. Osgood from the old firm. 


TENNESSEE MUST PAY HER DEBT. 
Siena 
THE DEBT QUESTION DECIDED BY THE 
UNITED STATES SUPREME COURT. 

Nasuvinit4, May 4.—The decision ren- 
dered by the United States Supreme Court 
to-day, affirming the decision of Judges 
Withey and Hammond, of the Circuit 
Court, holding that the State of Ten- 
nessee, and not certain railroad companies, 
is fable for alarge part of the State debt, has a 
very important bearing on the debt question. 
Suits were filed at Nashville, Memphis, and 
Knoxville against the Louisville and Nashville, 
St. Louis and Southeastern, Central and North- 
western, Nashville and Chattanooga, McMinn- 


ville and Manchester, Winchester and Alabama, 
Memphis and Charleston, Memphis, Clarksville 
and Louisville, bpp Central, Mississippi and 
Tennessee, Mobile and Ohio, Memphis and Ohio, 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia, Knox- 
ville and Kentucky, Rogersville and Jefferson, 
and Cincinnati, Cumberland Gap and Charles- 
ton Railroads, holders of Tennessee bonds, to 
enforce the lien on the railroads contained in the 
act of 1851-2, known as the internal im- 
provement law. Under this act there were 
issued 28,251 bonds, which were lent to 
the railroad companies. Almost ‘the en- 
tire svstem of railroads in Tennessee 
was constructed under this law and the aid ren- 
dered by the State. A lien was retained by the 
State to secure the payment of the interest. The 
interest was paid until the breaking out of the 
war. During the struggle roadbeds were de- 
stroyed, rolling stock was taken away, and 
the burden then fell upon the State. 
In 1866 the State issued 4,941 bonds to 
fund interest that had accrued upon the bonds 
during the war and up to Jan. 1, 1866, and the 
bonds that had matured. Two years later there 
were issued 2,200 bonds which were used in rais- 
ing money to pay interest and maturing bonds. 
In 1875 there were issued 6,641 bonds to fund 
past due interest and matured bonds. The General 
Assembly of 1869-70 passed an act permitting the 
railroads to discharge their indebtedness in tho 
legally issued bonds of the State. In 1872 the 
General Assembly ordered the mortgages on the 
railroads to be foreclosed and various ljines to be 
sold. Eleven were knocked down under tho 
hammer, the sale realizing $6,698,000, the greater 
part of which was paid_in depreciated bonds 
and coupons. ‘The Legislature in 1877 
adopted a resolution suspending payment of in- 
terest on the debt. The bondholders brought 
suits, alleging that the particular bonds issued 
were,#! under the Internal Improvement act, 
a specific lien upon the roads, and that the 
bonds in the hands of innocent purchasers 
were invested with the sanctity of a con- 
tract as against the roads, which it was not 
competent for subsequent legislation § to 
affect or impair. It was affirmed that the 
acts under which the roads discharged, or at- 
tempted to discharge, their State bonded debt 
by tendering the bonds other than those issued 
to them were ineffectual to accomplish that 
purpose, and that those acts, in so far as they 
directed or allowed a road to pay bonds other 
than the specified ones issued to it, were uncon- 
stitutional as to the holdersof the specitied 
bonds.

MONEY FOR THE PRISONS 


A NEW APPROPRIATION .ASKED 
OF THE LEGISLATURE. 

‘LAST NIGHT’S BRIEF SESSION OF THE | AS- 
SEMBLY—THE MODEST LITTLE BILL OF 
THE TONTINE COMMITTEE'S LAWYER, 

ALBANY, .May 4.—Senate bill No. 361, 


‘ which is the Cullen bill enabling outsiders to 


grasp control of the Association for Improving 
the Condition of the Poor, was killed in the As- 
sembly to-night. It had been reported favora- 
bly by the grinding committee and was about 
to be placed on the order of third reading, 
when Walter Howe objected and moved to send 
it back to the Committee of the Whole. Deacon 
Taylor, of Brooklyn, tried to stave off this 
action, but Gen. Husted came to:the rescue, and 
the motion was carried. This places the bill so 
far down On the calendar that it cannot bo 
reached this session. Attention has been so fully 
directed to the bill by THz Trmzs that its fate 


‘ may be said to be sealed by to-night’s action. 


Another and very reasonable explanation is 
given of the extraordinary interest manifested 
by Commissioner Squire in that water meter 
bill. It is that repairs are to be made upon the 
old Navarro meters now in the city’s possession 
and that the job is contained in thisitem of re- 
pairs. These may cost much or little, but judg- 
ing from past history they will prove to be very 
expensive before completed.

President McCarthy, 
however, declined to recognize Mr. Daly, but 
recognized instead its most pronounced oppo- 
nent, Senator Elisworth. That gentleman moved 
to disagree with the report of progress present- 
ed by the committee, a motion intended to kill 
the bill outright. This was carried by 
a vote of 14 to 13. Subsequently that vote 
was reconsidered, some of the Senators yielding 
to the requests of Messrs. Gibbs and Daly 
to givethem a chance to again. consider the 
measure and changing their votes. The bill is 
practically dead, apcvanipe cepa | this parlia- 
mentary device to keep a spark of life in it. The 
friends of the Parks law of last year are deter- 
mined that it shail never pass, and they have 
been busily plowing with the present Senators. 
Unless the usual signs are deceptive, they are 
using money against the Daly bill. 

The gas consumers are not thoroughly dis- 
heartened by their defeat last week. They have 
taken a gas bill introduced by Senator Cullen in 
February, reconstructed itso as to remedy the 
abuses caused by the gas companies, and giveu 
it in charge of Senator Thomas. They now com- 
Placently await its fate. The Senate Cities’ Com- 
mittee favorably reported the reconstructed 
Cullen bill to-night, the original bill hav- 
ing contained so many objectionable features 
that the committee could never be persuaded to 
gave it serious consideration, Senator Cullen is 
quite pleased with the bantling bearing his 
name, and he moved with much earnestness to 

ive it its third reading to-morrow. Senator 

itus suggested that this be done to-night, and 
Senator Jacobs urged that it be made a special 
order tor to-morrow. The motion of Senator 
Thomas was, however, adopted making it a spe- 
cial order for Wednesday. The bill has been so 
hurriedly put together that it is desirable to per- 
fect it before sending it to the constitutional 
lawyers of the Assembly who cropped up in 
such astonishing numbers and voted against the 
last Gas bill. 

The pew bill provides fora single Lighting 
Commissioner, who is to be appointed by the 
Mayor. To him the gas companies must make 
monthly and bay reports, and to him they 
must submit their books for inspection. Heisto 
ebay is all complaints made by consumers of 
gas. is salary is fixed at $5,000 a year, and his 
clerk hire and expenses are not to exceed $15,000, 
so that all told the expense of this commisssion 
will be $20,000, which is to be paid by 
assessments upon the gas companies. The Com- 
missioner is to direct the inspection of the me- 
ters by inspectors, who are to make monthly re- 
ports upon the same. Neither the Commissioner 
nor any of his assistants are permitved to have 
any pecuinary relations with the gas companies. 
One important feature of the bili is that requir- 
ing all gas bills to be sworn to as correctly made 
out by the person who took the register 
of the meter upon which the bill is based. 
The price of gas is fixed at $150 per 1,000 feot. 
None of those features regulatine the dividends 
of the companies or relating to the laying of ad- 
ditional gas mains to which certain Assembly- 
men offered objections are contained in this bill. 
The impression is general that the Senate will 
sromptiy pass the rbill. When it reaches the 
lower house the constitutional lawyers will have 
to vigorously scratch their polls for arguments 
against it, forthe very points against which they 
most —- railed have been eliminated from 
this bill. 

Some very curious statements about events 
which foliowed the defeat of the last bilf are 
current among Assemblymen to-night. It is 
openly stated that the money has not yet been 
paid to the hired Assemblymen by the lobby. 
having in charge the interests of the 
gas companies. Some of the Assemblymon 
wear new hats’ to-night, though the 
most of these who manifested a_ special 
interest in the subject of gas wear long faces. 
rhe explanation is that only a partial settlement 
has been made with them, the lobby retaining 
the balance in order to keep the men as long as 

ossible under their control. Itis further stated 

hat those who sold their votes before will be 
expected to vote against this new bill, otherwise 
they will never receive the balance due them. 

Both houses have agreed to adjourn on the 
15th inst. 

The Poo! bill was a specialforder in the Assem- 
bly to-night, but owing to the action taken upon 
the death ot a fellow-member nothing was done 
with it. The Methedist ministers of New-York 
and Brooklyn have sent up a protest against it. 

The Census bill introduced by Senator Jacobs 
to-night was drawn up by Gov. Hill. It is the 
intention of the Democrats to throw upon the 
Legislature the onus of failing to pags a census 
bill this year. Senator Jacobs's bill provides for 
acensus limited to an enumeration of the in- 
habitants of the State, the enumerators to be 
appointed by the Secretary of State before June 
1, and appropriates $10,000 for the work. 


GREENWOOD WELL MANAGED. 
THE SPECIAL COMMISSION REPORTS THE 
CHARGES UNFOUNDED. 

ALBANY, N. Y., May 4.—The report of 
the special committee—consisting of Santuel D. 
Babcock, Svencer Trask, and John B. Wood- 
ward—appointed by the Governor on motion of 
the Senate to investigate the alleged abuses in the 
management of Greenwood Cemetery, was re- 
ceived in the Senate to-nigbt. The Commissioners, 
referring to the case of Wilson, at whose instica- 
tion the inquiry was ordered, say that Mr. Wil- 
son met with the sorest trial which can bo- 
fall a man—the loss of his wife—and her commit- 
tal to the grave, even if conducted in the most 
quiet and orderly manner, would cause him in- 


tense anguish. When, then, he encountered 
the painful experience which attended her in- 
terment, between his gricf and indignation he 
could not have bocu in a frame of mind to look 
calmly and dispassiouately upon his surround. 
ings, und the sympathizing friends around bin 
shared in his feelings. the Commissioners 
could accevt the honest impressions of those

rties as facts and could reject all adverse tes- 
imony, they would be cajled upon to pass 
cenaure on the management of the cemetery.

Of this great 
multitude only 18 persons, of whom 2 
were undertakers, a red before the eommis- 
sion to corroborate the charges, while 47 per- 
sons, including 6 clergymen and 5 undertakers, 
who, according to their testimony, had attended 
thirty or forty thousand funerals in Greenwood, 
afforded ample proof of their being conducted 
with propricty. 

After oonsulting the Attorney-General the 
Commissioners decided that 1t was not their 
ome to undertake an investigation into the 

nancial affairs of Greenwood Cemetery; lot 
owners could secure this by application to 
a court of law if the Trustees denied them 
the opportunity. The Commissioners close 
their brief report by expressing their conviction 
that the administration of Greenwood Ceme- 
tery from its inception has exhibited in a 
marked degree pridence, honesty, and intelli- 
gence. The managers have shown a thorough 
appreciation of the sacred trnst committed to 
them, and are entitled to the sratitude 
and commendation of those to whom 
this great city the dead is -en- 
deared by a many hallowed associations. 
In answer to the charge that the curpine fund 
of the cemetery in 1873 was $980,525 84, while 
now it is $650,553 31, the Commissioners give ex- 
act + ee showing that the surplus in 18738 was 
$883, 81, while now it is $1,208,656, showing an 
increase in the surplus since 1873 of $325,522 19.

AN INFAMOUS CONSPIRACY. 


ARREST OF A MERCHANT CHARGED WITH 
PLOTTING THE RUIN OF HIS WIFE 

PHILADELPHIA, May 4.—A remarkable 
story of a conspiracy to ruin tbe wife 
of a rich shoe manufacturer, who, it is 
alleged, was the chief conspirator, was 
told in , Magistrate Cobb's police court 
to-day and resulted in the remanding for a fur- 
ther hearing of Mark Elkin, of the firm of M. 
Eikin & Co., shoe manufacturers, of No. 415 
Arch-street; Joseph R. Newton, one of his 
partners; Frederick A. Acker, a shoe dealer, of 
No. 221 South Eleventh-street, and a female de- 
tective named Kate Davis. The prosecution was 
instituted by Mrs. Qussie Elkin, of No. 1,902 
North Twenty-first-street, who is the wife 
of the principal defendant. She separated 
from her husband about four years ago. 
Soon afterward she was awarded $2,000 a year 
alimony. Recently the husband began proceed- 
ings tora divorce. The wife consulted her law- 
yer, and the latter employed Detective John 
Sharkey to obtain evidence of an alleged con- 
spiracy against her. Sufficient evidence was 
gathered by the detective tofjustify the arrests. 

Mra. Annie R. Stevens, a boarding house keeper 
at No. 2,349 Oxford-street, testified that 
about six weeks ago two men engaged 
board at her house and insisted upon hay- 
ing the second story front room. One of them 
gave the name of Joseph Nixon, but he was 
subsequently identified as Newton. The other 
was ‘Rimrod Woolery, a lawyer. Mrs. Ste- 
vens gained the confidence of the 
lawyer, and after a time he un- 
folded to her the lot to compromise 
Mrs. Elkin, so that her husband could obtain a 
divorce. He declared that he was to receive 
$3,000 for his part in the case, and that the man 
who was engaged in an attempt to betray the 
wife was to receive $1,000. This man was named 
Albert Godshall and was then boarding at 
Mrs. Miller’s, at No. 2420 Oxford-street, 
which is diagonally opvosite Mrs. Stev- 
ens's house. The witness saw _ signals 
exchanged between her lodgers and the occu- 
pant of Mrs. Miller’s second-story 
and on two occasions saw Mrs. Elkin 
leave her neighbor’s house. At another in- 
terview with Woolery she learned that the 
night had been fixed when Godshall was to 
entrap Mrs. Elkin into entering u disreputable 
house with him, and that Elkin and the two spies 
were to confront them in the house, > That after- 
noon Mrs. Stevens determined to warn Mrs, Elkin 
of her peril. She consequently disguised herself 
in her servant’s clothes and late in the after- 
noon saw Mrs. Elkin leave Mrs. Miller’s house. 
She followed, and, warned her not to leave her 
home that night. The warning was heeded and 
the climax was averted. Mrs. Stevens afterward 
png oe on Mrs. Elkin and disclosed the conspiracy 
to her. 

Mrs. Kate Davis was then called as a wit- 
ness for the prosecution. S said that she 
was employed by Detective Spittall ahout 
three age ago to compromise Mrs. 
Elkin y any means. At that time, 
Mrs. Elkinfhad been installed in her house by 
Mr. Elkin, and the; latter told herthat she must 
rent some part of the house to boarders. 
Mrs. Davis applied for a room, but Mrs. 
Elxin declined to rent her one. The female de- 
tective reported this to Mr. Elkin, and the latter 
told his wife that unless she rented some of the 
rooms he would do so himself. When Mrs. 
Davis applied again she was accepted and soon 
gained her landlady’s confidence. Under the 
guise of friendship she succeeded in introducing 
James Burns and another detective named A. 
H. Latch to the house as relatives of hers. It 
was their duty to betray Mrs. Elkin. 

Tne story was corroborated by a number of 
other witnesses. Warrants are out for several 
more conspirators, aud it is expected that 
they will be in custody before Thursday. One 
of them is named Godshall, who, it is claimed, 
peomeees to open a coal office opposite Mrs. 

lkin's#residence, gained the confidence of Mrs. 
Elkin’s three children by giving them candy, 
formed the acquaintance of the lady, and tried 
to compromise her.

A MOB OF STRIKING ‘QUARRYMEN 
ATTACK ILLINOIS TROOPS. 

i THE- STRIKERS REFUSE TO DISPERSE, AND 
THE MILITIA FIRE AND KILL TWO Off 
THE FORMER. 

Lrmonrt, Iil., May 4.—The strike among 

“the quarrymen here and at Joliet has finally as<« 

sumed proportionsof magnitude. The men wha 

went out because they failed to receive an ade 
vance of wages from :$1 50 to $1 75a day have 
been ina turbulent condition for four week 
during which period the quarries have all been 
idle. A number of the quarry owners had re< 
peatedly tried to resume operations, but the 
strikers invariably ‘drove the workmen away and 
for two weeks have dominated and in a measure 
terrorized the entire surrounding region. 

It became evident on Friday that tha 

county authorities could not control the 

strikers and the Govornor. was asked 
to send troops. He responded promptly 
by sending five companies from Joliet, Ottawa, 

La Salle, Streator, and Bloomington. ‘The first 

meeting between the troops and strikers oc< 

curred between Lemont and Joliet Saturday 
afternoon, but the-400 strikers, who were march< 
ing on Joliet from Lemont, fied when exposed 
to a sudden attack by the militia. Seventy of 
their number, however, were captured by the! 


troops, disarmed, and marched to Joliet under 
guard. On Sunday morning the Sberitf of Will 
County released the prisoners and they returned 
to Lemont, whore they are credited with pre: | 
voking the trouble which resuited in the seri- 
ous rioting of to-day. The occasion of the 
bloodshed of to-day is therefore generally at-! 
tributed to the ill-advised action of Sheriff Rietz, 
of Joliet, who hus been charged i 
some quarters with having sympathize 
with the rioters. Matters remained aquie 
over Sunday, but’ when troops = arrive 
from Joliet this morning to protect the quarrie 
at Lemont they were met by a very large an 
apparently well-organized mob. Prior to thd 
coming of the troops the rioters had boardec 
several passenger trains on the Chicago an 
Alton Road, armed with clubs, to prevent the 
disembarkation of any troops. The troops wer@ 
landed, however, one mile south of Lemont. 
The following is the account of the doings of 
the day: ) 

At 6:30 o'clock this morning Col. Bennett,/ 
p mip mete the troops at Joliet, received ore 
ders from the Governor to proceed to Lemont. 
A special train was in waiting, and at 8 o’clock 
four companies of the Fourth Regiment, with a 
detachment of C Battery. of Jolet, and a Gate 
ling gun and camp equipment, left for Le-' 
mont. About one miie from the town they 
were met by- Deputy Sheriff Potter, and 
the troops disembarked. The Deputy Sheriff 
ordered the Colonel to deploy his mer 
as there was a large crowd assembled at the sta-' 
tion waiting for the train. Companv D, of Ot- 
tawa, was extended as a skirmish line through 
the quarries, the line extending from the canal 
to the bluffs. The main body, consisting o 
Company A, of Streator, under Lieut. St. Clair; 
Company G, of Joliet, under Capt. Jackson 
Company F, of Bloomington, Capt. Smith and 
tne Gatling gun detachment. under Lieut. 
Kimber, of Springfield, moved north along 
the bluff road until they reached the 
street crossing at right angles to the bluff, when 
they were met by the City Marshal followed by: 
acrowd making demonstrations. The Marshal 
ordered the troops to halt, but he was told by 
Col, Bennett to retire or he would ve placed 
under arrest. He complied. Company G moved 
across the street, and, going up three streets 
north, took up a commanding position with 
the Gatling gun detachment under cover, 
Major Heffernan being in command. Dep- 
uty Sheriff Potter then went forward 
and ordered the mob to disperse.} 
They refused, and Companies A and B in cokky 
umns of companies advanced up the strect and 
drove the mob back at the point of the bayonet. 
The mob then retired into houses and yards, buf 
aportion of them faced the troops, making 
demonstrations und throwing stones. Soon 
those who had gone into the houses 
returned and attacked the troops in the rear, 
a signal being given by the firing of a pistol 
trom a window. Company A suffered severely,) 
no less than 16 men being hit by stones, and one 
of them, Private George Boggs, was badly hurt.) 
The rear.rank of the company faced about and) 
opened fire. Company B was attacked on. the 
right flank further north, and the first four of 
the company were deployed across the road. 
“As the mob persisted in the attack, 
somo. ten shots were fired, and. Company A 
charged :the mob, which retired. It wag 
here that. the casualities occurred: The com< 
mand then advanced up the street and werd 
joined at the railroad. station by Company D 
who had been skirmishing along the railroad a 
the point of attack, and advanced with the main 
body to the centre of the town, where the com< 
mand was haited, covering all the streets, Com, 
pany D going to the cana! bridge. Th 
command then went to Singer & Talcott’ 
quarries, but returned as the mob_ gath< 
ered again. On the return” of the 
troops, ,however, they quickly dispersed. Th 
troops then went into camp, and though therd 
are large crowds oe around, everything # 
present is quiet, but there are great fears of 4 
disturbance as soon as nightfallappears. Adjt.4,

Alton station, where a mob of about 500 to 1,50 
strikers congregated. They were com 
manded to disperse and go _ to their housed 
by Deputy Sheriff Potter, but they would 
not. he strikers rushed towurd the _ troops, 
throwing stones. Major Heffernan and one or two 
others were struck and slightly wounded. ‘The alr was 
full of stones. In self-defense the troops fired. Two 
strikers were killed and several wounded. Before the 
troops fired a pistol was fired from a house at the 
troops. The troops have passed‘on to their original 
deatination at Singer & T'alcort’s quarry. A great many’ 
people ure on the streets now, but are quiet.’’

DEMAND FOR 

CHANGE IN CONTROL. 

WORK OF THE BONDHOLDERS’ COMMITTEE 
—DENIALS OF ACQUIESCENCE IN THE 
PLAN OF THE HEWITT COMMITTEE. 

A meeting of the committee appointed 
by the recent meeting of West Shore bondhold- 
ers at the Windsor Hotel was held yesterday 
afternoon at the office of Musgrave & Co., No. 
29 Pine-street. William M. Lent, the Chairman 
of the committee, presided, and the other mem- 
bers present were T. B. Musgrave, Henry Clewé, 
and Russell Sare. There were also present rep- 
resentatives of the Philadelphia and Utica bond- 
holders. These latter gentlemen said it was not 
true, as has been represented, that the West 
Shore bondholders of their cities are favorable 
to the plan of reorganization now under consid- 
eration by the committee of which Abram §&. 
Hewitt is Chairman, but, on the contrary, they 
are unalterably opposed to any plan which has 
not as its essential feature the complete sever- 
ance of the road trom the persons who now 
have control of it. Thecommittee also received 
notice from bondholders of other cities signify- 
ing their intention to act in concert with it. 

{n response to the published call the commit- 
tee has received the names and addresses of nu- 
merous bondholders, all of whom urge thata 


radical change in the management of the West 
Shore Road be made the basis of any plan of re- 
organization which the committee may propose, 
forthe reason that it would be eminently im- 
proper to allow the men who have wrecked the 
oad to remain in control of it. The committee 
as such a plan in preparation and its principal 
features were discussed at the meeting yester- 
day afternoon. This plan will be announced at 
an early day. The committee will probably be 
enlarged by the addition of several new mem- 
bers in compliance with a request of the large 
ondholders. The committee also requests bond- 
olders who have not yet done so to send their 
names and addresses. with the numbers of their 
bonds, to John P. Kelly, the Secretary of the 
committee, at No. 29 Pine-street.

MR. COHEN’S BOND PURCHASE. 
$UING WINSLOW, LANIER & CO. FOR AL- 
LEGED MISREPRESENTATION OF VALUE. 


Argument was heard by Judge Van 
forst, in Supreme Court, Special Term, yester- 
day, on the demurrer interposed by Winslow, 
Lanier & Co. to the complaint of Alfred A. 
Cohen, of San Francisco, against them. Mr. 
Cohen’s suit is one in equity, and it'is base@ on a 
tharge that Winslow, Lanier & Co., hold- 
Ing to Mr, Cohen a sort of confidential 
felation, betrayed his faith by selling him 
bonds of the New-York, West Shore 
and Buffaio Railroad Company which 
they knew to be of far less value than the sum 
which they exacted forthem. His story, in brief, 
is that in the latter part of 1882 the defendants 
approached him with an offer to sell him 100 
first mortzage bonds of the company named, 


and to give him an option to purchase 100 bonds 
more, each lot to be accompanied with stock of 
the company asa bonus. He was sick, he says, 
and unable to investigate the condition of the 
railroad company, so he placed faith in the state- 
ment of Winslow, Lanier & Co.) to the effect 
that the mortgage given to secure the bonds 
covered the terminal facilities as well as the long 
stretch of rails of the railroad company. And 
he was furthermore induced to invest his money 
by the representation to him that Leland Stan- 
ford, of California, had subscribed for $500,000 

ar of the bonds, and would give business to the 
West Shore. These representations, he says, 
were false. The mortgage, he has found, does 
not cover the terminal facilities at Weehawken 
and in this city, and Leland Stanford's subscrip- 
tion was not in absolute good faith, but was a 
cover tor other persons. 

After he had bought 200 bonds Mr. Cohen was 
induced by Winslow, Lanier & Co., he says, to 
withhold them from the market by the repre- 
rentation that they were a goodinvestment. In 
the meantime the defendants sold $4,000,000 of 
their own bonds at good prices, having procured 
controlof the mass of bondsthrough a contract 
with the North River Construction Company, to 
which the New-York, West Shore and Buffalo 
Company had conveyed the entire issue of 
$50,000,000 as the basis of the railroad con- 
struction fund. The contract in question made 
Winslew. Lanier & Co. the selling agent of the 
construction company. Mr. Cohen also charges 
that when the defendants induced him to lock 
up his bonds they knew of the insolvency ot 
both the railroad and the construction company. 
He theretore asks the court to set aside the con- 
tract by which he became a member of the syn- 
dicate for the purchase of the bonds, and to de- 
cree the repayment to him by Winslow, Lanier 
— of the money—$155,000—which he paid to 
them, 

The demurrer of the defendants is based on 

llegations that the complaint does not state 

acts sufficient to constitute a cause of action, 
nnd that there are defects of parties, in that the 
North River Construction Company and Mr. 
Cohen's individual associates in the syndicate 
are not made defendants. For Winslow, Lanier 
& Co. appeared yesterday Gen. B. H. Bristow, 
Joseph H. Choate, and Hugh L. Cole. Mr. Cohen 
represented himself and had ex-Judge W. G. 
Choate and Joseph H. Larocque for his associ- 
ates. Gen. Bristow opened the argument. His 
main point was that Mr. Cohen had, according 
to: his complaint, by giving notice of his 
readiness to return the bonds, rescinded the 
contract, There was, therefore, nothing for a 
court of equity to act upon. As his complaint 
proceeded on the theory of a rescission, the only 
remedy that seemed to be left him was a suit for 
damages measured by the amount of money he 
had paid for the bonds he nolonger wanted. But 
Mr. Cohen could not maintain such an action 
against Winslow, Lanier & Co., said Gen. Bris- 
tow, for the complaint showed that they acted as 
agents, and not principals, toward him. He had 
made a contract under which they were to con- 
vey bonds from the construction company to 
him. He had accepted the bonds, and, with his 
assent, they had passed the money he ‘had paid 
them on to the construction company, thus be- 
coming relieved of responsibility. 

Ex-Judge Choate argued that no person or cor- 
poration had ausht to do with the litigation as 
defendants but Winslow, Lanier & Co. They 
had deliberately misrepresented facts to Mr. 
Cohen. He had trusted to them, had made them 
bet agents, had established a fiduciary relation 
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tween them and him, and they had deceived 
. They had taken his money knowing they 
ere taking it for something not of equal value. 
he fact that they had passed it on to the North 
River Construction Company was of no im- 
portance. Money had no ear marks. He 
could not follow that which he had paid 
put, but with the aid of the equity 
which he had invoked he could recoup himself 
ut of the estate of Winslow, Lanier & Co., who 
had practiced fraud upon him. There had been 
o rescission of the contract, ex-Judge Choate 
He would be glad if the other side would 
admit that there had been. The admission would 
ave litigation. Mr. Cohen had elected to rescind, 
but the defendants had not accepted his offer, 
else he would not now have the bonds he did not 
want and lack the money he did-want. The case 
will be closed to-day.

day the following proposition was agreed on 
and submitted to Superintendent Hammond,

the officials here: 

Being desirous of maintaining friendly: relations be- 
tween the company and their employes, we most re- 
spectfully submit the following proposition as a basis 
of settlement of the present dispute growing out of 
what is known as the color biindneésas test: 

We hereby agree to submit to the test as proposed by 
Mr. Hammond—viz., the shades of positive colors of 
worsted and the different sizes of figures on card paper 
providing that any engineer who fails to distinguish 
the difference between the different colors of worsted 
shal] be examined by the signals used upon the road, 
yviz., red, green, and white flags by day and red and 
green lights by night. If any f pass said tests they 
sball not be pronounced color blind and shall be re- 
tained in service. 

Second—Thatall engineers and firemen who have been 
dismissed since the introduction of the color test shall 
he reinstated to their former positions on the road. 

. Vhird—That there will be no distinction made be- 
tween those who are able and those who are unable to 
distinguish the different colored worsted, and that no 
enyineer or fireman shall be dismissed from the service 
for any part he may have taken in the discussion of the 
merits or demerits of the colur-blind question. The 
foregoing to apply to the engineers and firemen of the 
entire road. 

The examinationsat Oneonta and Green Island 
Will be continued to-morrow.

THE PLAGUE-STRICKEN TOWN. 
THE SCOURGE DEPOPULATING PLYMOUTH TO 
AN ALARMING EXTENT. 

WILKESBARRE, Penn., May 4.—To-day 
Was a sad one in the plague-stricken town of 
Plymouth. From early morning nearly every 
hour was-signalized by the death of some one of 
the numerous victims of the epidemic. At 4 
o‘clock P. M. 11 deaths were recorded. The 
names of the dead are: Mrs. Warner Moss, aged 
85, who leaves eight small children; Alice, 
daughter of the Rev. M. Jenkins, aged 17; 
Thomas Davis, 88, marvied, with four children; 
Wiliam Hance, who died in New-Jersey, whith- 
er he had .moved after being taken with 
the disease; Robert McTighe, 383, leaves 


a widow and three children, ali down 
with the fever: William Royer, 42, 
married, leaves a widow and four children, two 
sick with the fever; Mariam, daughter of David 
Leychards, aged 17; a daughter of Andrew Har- 
ris, aged 24; Thomas T,. Barry, aged 80, married, 
with two children, and two others whose names 
could not be learned. The news of such ter- 
‘rible fatality—the greatest that has yet occurred 
inone day since the outbreak of the-disease— 
created a gloomy and despondent feeling 
throughout the town. In stores, at the street 
corners, and in all the pubiic places the citizens 
athered in groups. The names of the 
ead were passed from mouth to mouth, 
and the helpless condition of their families 
and the terrible nature of the scourge under 
which the town was suffering were sadly talked 
over. THE TIMES’s correspondent during his tour 
of the town met with little but the most gloomy 
forebodings. The people realize the fact that 
‘this epidemic will probably linger in the town 
for monthsjand, should ,another hot spell of 
weather come, will break out with tenfold its 
former virulence. Something has been done to 
better the sanitary condition of the town, but in 
the outskirts and suburbs the dirt and filth are 
appalling, and without drains or sew- 
ers or any proper provision for the re- 
moval of offal, the people are almost helpless 
to prevent arepetition of the scourge. Two 
new physicians have been summoned to the 
town, making now 14in ll. Each doctor has 
more patients than he can properly attend to, 
and all are kept busy night and day. But 
although the doctors have not less than 700 
patients now on their books there are hundreds 
of sufferers who receive no proper medical at- 
tendance, but are waited on by old women and 
so-called herb doctors, several of whom have 
come into the town from the surrounding coun- 
try. The drug stores are constantly crowded 
with purchasers of medicines. Many of the 
poorer people are unable to buy proper medi- 
cines, but the drug stores without exception 
never refuse an application for aid. 

V. Herse, one of the leading druggists, says 
that since the outbreak of the epidemic he has 
charged on his books $1,700 worth of medicines 
sold without receiving cash. Philip Callery, a 
prominent provision merchant, of Plymouth, 
said to THE TrmeEs’s correspondent that the 
state of affairs had never been truly told. The 
suffering and misery among the poor classes, he 
said, was terrible. They were lying in close, hot 
rooms, with put little care and no proper nurs- 
ing. It was fortunate that the cold weather had 
come, for had the hot weather continued he be- 
lieved the people would have died off like sheep. 
Should another hot wave come before the fever 
had subsided, and it was sure to do go, the rav- 
ages of the disease would be terrible. 

Last evening a meeting of the leading citizens 
was held anda fuil discussion of the situation 
was had. It was decided, as a preliminary step, 
to ascertain the exact number of sick in town 
and those who stoodin need of help. Commit- 
tees werejappointed for each ward to make a 
thorough canvass of their districts and report 
at another meeting. The committees performed 
their duties faithfully to-day, and not a house in 
the borough was left unvisited. TH& TiMEs’s cor- 
respondent visited Nantiooke. Hesaw a number of 
physicians and merchants there, and they all de- 
nied that the epidemic had made its appearance 
there. The reported outbreak in that city seems 
to have arisen fromthe fact that a number of 
persons are down with malaria and malarial 
fever, and some bave died from this cause, but 
the epidemic does not seem to have made its ap- 
pearance there as yet. The villages on the out- 
skirts of Plymouth, however, are suffering very 
severely. The sickness is in almost every house, 
and proper medical care cannot be had.

CHILDREN FATALLY INJURED. 


CARELESS WORKMEN LET PART OF A 
HEAVY'CORNICE FALL ON THEM. . 

Jacob Jacobs‘is altering the three-story 
and basement brick building at No. 171 Eldridge- 
street, formerly No. 131, into a six-story house, 
and to do this it was found necessary to take off 
the roof and demolish some of the upper 
part of the structure. William F. Hechmann 
was foreman of ,the laborers who did this. 
Persons who lived in the neighborhood have re- 
marked that the raen were reckless und threw 
materials into the street and on the sidewalk 
without regard for those who might be passing. 
There was no hoarding to warn persons of the 
danger. Yesterday morning Officer John 
Kenny, of the Tenth Precinct, who was 
on post, remarked how reckless the 
workmen were, and he cautioned Hech- 
mann, who promised that more care 
should be taken, and that no rubbish should be 
thrown down without warning. <As soon. as 
Kenny went away, however, the workmen be- 
came as careless as before,and when Jacob 
Krisch, of No. 175 Eldridge-street, a barber, 
remonstrated with Hechmann, he was told that 
those who were doing the work were quite re- 
sponsible for anything that might happen and 
that he could mind his own business. 

Shortly before 6 o’clock last night Theodore 
Neumiller, 7 years old, whose father is a painter 
at No. 175 Eldridee-street; Joseph Koponkowitz, 
9 years old, s0n ofa shoemaker at No. 174 El- 
dridge-street; Annie Schnapsky, 8 years old, 
whose parents livein the same house, and two 
other boys were gathering wood in the neigh- 
borhood of Jacobs’s building. Krisch and sev- 
eral other persons were standing near, and the 
workmen were prying off part of the wooden 
cornice of No. 171 with crowbars. Krisch saw 
his young son dart across the street and begin to 
= up wood, and he ran after him and brought 


im back, scolding him for disobeying his in-- 


junction not to go near theplace. Just then the 
cornice fell into the street. Krisch rah across 
the street to where the cornice had fallen, and 
picked up little Neumillier, who had been 
knocked down. Near him lay the child Kopon- 
kowtiz ana the little girl. 

The boy Koponkowitz was sent tothe Cham- 
bers-Street Hospital, where he was found to 
havea fractured skull and to be fatally injured. 
Annie Schnapsky had a bruised forehead anda 
laceration of the cheek, but her injuries are not 
serious, and she was able to walk home. Nea- 
miller was taken home by his father, but at 
night he ‘¢ailed so rapidly that he was taken to 
the Chambers-Street Hospital, and is not ex- 
pected to recover. 

Capt. Allaire was preparing to.call the roll at 
the Eldridge-sireet station house when news of 
the accident was brought to him, and he at once 
went to the place with Detective Bayer and sev- 
eral policemen. They were told that Hechmann 
had run away after the cornice fell, and they ar- 
rested the workmen—Anton Greimer, Gottlieb 
Sielar, Jacob Grieper, Frederick Porschel, and 
Gottfried Flohr. Hechmann was arrested later 
while at supper at No. 643 East Seventeenth- 
street, and a charge of felonious dssault was 
made against him and the workmen. 

While the officers were arresting the workmen 
Capt. Allaire had a narrow escape. He was 
standing near the building when a loose plank 
of the cornice became detached and fell so that 
nails in it ripped the Captain's coat down the 
back but did not touch his skin. The prisoners 
ae be taken tothe Essex Market Police Court 
to-day. 


BIG PAY FOR LITTLE WORK. 





A COMMISSION THAT costs $1,500 A 
MONTH AND DOES NOTHING. 

Since July 7, 1880, the city of New-York 
has enjoyed the luxury of an Assessment Com- 
mission, the duty of which is to arbitrate be- 
tween the city and taxpayers’ assessed 
or benefits arising from improvements 
made prior to June 9 of that year 
concerning which there had _ previously 
been much litigation. On April 30, 1880, there 
remained unpaid of these disputed assessments 
$8,456,685 51. Most of the assessments represent- 
ed in thissum were for improvements completed 


or begun when William M. Tweed and his asso- 
ciates were plundering the city. Taxpayers re- 
fused to pay the enormous assessments laid 
against their property, onthe ground of fraud 
in the contracts. Cases were carried into court, 
and sometimes on this ground, but oftener be- 
cause of technical irregularities, the assessments 
were vacated. 

In 1880 the Legislature passed an act creating a 
commission of five persons, who were named, to 
arbitrate upon the question of these assessments. 
The commission was empowered to reduce as- 
sessments where in its judgment they were ex- 
orbitant, and to refund as much of assessments 
which had been paid as the persons assessed 
could demonstrate had been unjustly exacted of 
them. The Commissioners named were Edward 
Cooper, John Kelly, and Allan Campbell, then re- 
spectively Mayor, Controller, and Commissioner 
of Public Works; Daniel Lord, Jr., and George H. 
Andrews. The members of the commission who 
were city officials did not receive any salary for 
the additional work imposed on them by this act, 
but when they became private citizens they and 
each of the members of the commission received 
asalary of $3,000 a year. By resignations and 
death there have been some rg bed in the per- 
sonnel of the commission, but Allan Campbell, 
John Kelly, and Daniel Lord, Jr., remain. They, 
with Joseph Garry, constitute that body at pres- 
ent. A billis now in the Governor's hands ap- 
pointing John W. Marshall, a west. side politi- 
cian, to the place on the commission left vacant 
by the death of Hugh Gardner, : 

The commission is supposed to meet once a 
week and to hold special meetings whenever it 
can get the lawyers to agree upon a day anda 
quorum of the commission (three members) can 
be got together. Since pay 1 the commission 
has not met atall, John Kelly and Joseph Garry 
being ill. Mr. Kelly has been present at only 
three meetings since Nov. Llast. But Messrs. Kelly 
and Garry have not failed to draw their salaries. 
Two meetings have been held at Kelly’s house. 
John A. Beall, the lawyer representing the city 
before the commission, and the lawyers for the 
te owners are ready to go ahead with the 
work, Commissioners Campbell and Lord are 
ready. But rr whoisa broken-down politi- 
cian by trade and looking for his health, is at 
present enjoying theseclusion of Clifton Springs, 
and Mr. nies’ A who isa contractor by trade, is 
unfit for work. 

Commissioner Campbell said yesterday that 
the work had been delayed by the illness of the 
Commissioners, without one of whom it was 
impossible to hold a meeting. He intimated 
that but for this delay the commission might 
have closed its labors before this. Meanwhile 
the city is paying $12,000 a year in salarles to 
these Commissioners, $2,500 to a clerk, $2,500 to a 
stenographer, and $1,200 for office rent—a_ total 
of $18,200 a year, or about $1,500 a month. In 
return for this it is getting at present absolute- 
ly nothing.

Before he was taken back to his cell in 
the Tombs last night Richard Short had an op- 
portunity to scan the faces of the 12 men who 
are to judge of his innocence or guilt.

WHAT THE BRIDGE WILL STAND. 





As the result of a discussion among-the 
Brooklyn Bridge Trustees, Mr. J. 8. T. Strana- 
han recently wrote to Mr. Washington A. Roeb- 
ling, the engineer who constructed the span, 
asking his opinion on the following questions: 
Whether the bridge coula be used without det- 
riment for the passage of Pullman cars; also for 
the passage of loaded freight cars, and for the 
passage of locomotives, ‘‘and df so, [referring to 
the last question,) whatis the maximum weight 
of locomotives which could be so used with 
safety.” 

Mr. Roebling, in answer, has written that Pull- 
man cars weighing not more than 82 tons might 
safely cross the bridge without doing it any 
harm. ‘I assume,” he ssys, * that you wish to 
cross the bridge with Pullman cars, freight cars, 
and locomotives on the present track of the ca- 
ble railway. If this supposition is correct, I an- 
swer * Yes’ to your first question. To the sec- 
ond question,” Mr. Roebling continues, ‘* I also 
say ‘ Yes,’ provided the weicht of the car does 
not exceed 30 tons. Freight cars of this;weight, 
being shorter than Pullman cars, will tax the 
bridge alittle more than the latter, but their 
length is still great enough to distribute the load 
5u ciently not to be detrimental to the struct- 
ure. 

In reply to the last question Mr. Roebling 
speaks at some length. Locomotives are short 
and their weight much more concentrated than 
Pullman cars, and one as heavy as oneof the 
latter would strain the weakest portions of 
the bridge. If they were allowed to be run 
across the structure their weight would have to 
be limited to about 18 tons. The bridge, Mr. 
Roebling says, was not constructed for such 
traffic, and its subordinate parts could not stand 
the strain. The engineer concludes his letter 
by saying that he is firmly convinced that with 
increased switching facilities the present sys- 
tem of running cars is in every waythe best 
that could be adopted.

Syracust, May 4.—A motion to vacate 


an order granted by Justice Vann in January to. 


serve certain papers by substitution in the mat- 
ter of Jane A. Sherman against Thomas Parish 
Sherman, a New-York attorney at law, in an 


action brought for a bill of separation, was 
argued here yor, before Justice Kennedy. 
After an effort had been made to serve papers 
on Mr. Sherman personally in January and he 
was not found, Justice Vann granted the order 
for service by substitution on the mother and 
sister of the defendant in New-York, and soon 
after this service Mr. Sherman appeared and 
was also served. The motion to vacate the order 
was made on the ground thata reflection was 
made on the character of the defendant by the 
alleged supposition that he was keeping himself 
in hiding to prevent personal service. Justice 
Kennedy decided to vacate the order on the 
ground that no legal right of the defendant was 
involved, and further because by presenting 
himself for subsequent service he had waived 
any ¢laim of irregularity in the proceedings. Mr. 
Sherman has been in the Onandaga Penitentiary 
tor about three months. He was arrested here 
on an order from Judge Donohue, and being un- 
able to give bail has been confined in prison. 
His case has been the cause of much comment 
here. Mrs. Sherman was the daughter of the late 
Hamilton White, and very prominent in society. 





THE SEVENTY-THIRD'S VETERANS. 

Veteransof the Seventy-third Regiment, 
New-York Volunteers, gathered about their an- 
nualcamp fire at Schiamp’s Hall, No. 82 First- 
street, iast evening, and discussed incidents in 
their army experience and a banquet of pork 
and beans. Among those who enlivened the 
company with their presence were Capt. Jack 


Downey, of Company ©, who stumped in ona 
wooden leg; Lieuts. * Pat’ Smith, of Company 
]1, and John Hunter, of Company C, each of 
whom lost an arm at Gettysburg; Orderly 
Sergt. William Sweeney, of Company I, who 
served his time and was honorably discharged 
before he was 2] years old; Henry Wilson, of the 
old Volunteer Fire Department, from which the 
regiment was organized, and from which it 
derived the title of Second New-York 
Fire Zouaves, and Matthew McCollough, 
an Orderly in Company U, and now President 
of the veteran organization, The walls of the 
room in which the company met were covered 
with relics of the army and the Fire Department, 
which included old-fashioned muskets, sabres, 
canteens, cartridge boxes, haversacks, a large 
collection of ** fire fronts,” battered tin trumpets, 
and tattered battle flags. Atmong the flags are 
the first American colors planted in Yorktown 
and the last rebel flag which ever waved there. 
The association is in possession of a sword pre- 
sented to its deceased Colonel by citizens of the 
Fifth Ward in 1861, and another—a rebel sword— 
which he carried through the war. The regi- 
ment formed part of the Second Division of the 
Third Army Corps, which was under “ Fighting 
Joe” Hooker, and took part in 27 battles, in- 
cluding the fight at Gettysburg.

THE TENNESSEE BOND CASE DECIDED: 
AGAINST THE STATE—ANOTHER OPIN=« 
ION IN THE VIRGINIA CASES. 


WASHINGTON, May 4.—In the United States 
Supreme Court to-day an opinion was rendered in the 
following cases, known as the Tennessee bond cases:

These are suits brought by the 
holders of unpaid bondsof the State of ‘I'ennessee 
issued to various railroad companies under the act of 
Feb. 11, 1852, (which provided for the establishment of 
a system of internal improvements,) to enforce the 
lien which was vested in the State by that act onthe 
property of the a. respectively, as security 
forthe payment of the bonds and the accruing in- 
terest thereon. Chief-Justice Wuite delivered the 
opinion of the court. The question which lies 
atthe foundation of all these suits is whether the 
statutory lien with which the State was invested upon 
the issue of its bonds to railroad companies bound the 
property of the company to which the issue was made 
for the payment of the bonds so issued and the inter- 
est thereon to the several holders thereof or only to 
the State. The court holds that the ge very Me! the 
companies to the bondbolders, if any there be, rests 
alone on the statute, which contemplated loans by the 
State of its own bonds to the several companies in aid 
of the public works they were respectively engaged in 
constructing. ‘he point to be determined,” say the 
court, “from an examination of the statute, is whether 
& State, when lending its own bondsand taking bacx 
security for théir payment, intended to protect those 
who might afterward become the holders of the ponds 
against the consequences of its own repudiation or in- 
ability to pay, or only to indemnify itself against loss 
by reason of the loan of its credit to those who were 
engaged in constructing its great works of internal im- 

rovement. ‘l'o say the least, the strong presumption 
s that in such a transaction the gig of a State 
would be to P otect itself and not to secure its own 
pledge of faith to the bondholders by & mortgage from 
those to whom its credit was loaned,” 

The court takes up the question: What was the pay- 
ment which the state intended to secure by the stat- 
utory lien with which it was tobe invested? And on 
this point says: “ That it was the purpose of the stat- 
ute to secure the performance of the obligation on the 
part of the company to pay the bonds of the State is 
shown by the fact that from the moment of the deliv- 
ery of the first bond to the company and before the 
bond could be negotiated by a saleortransferto a 
third person, @ lien was vested in the State by the very 
act of cere upon allthe property of the company 
then acquired or thereafter to be acquired, superior 
to any other lien or incumbrance which could 
be created by the company afterward. * *.* The 
evident purpose of the whole provision was to vest in 
the State a lien to secure the obligation which the com- 
pany assumed in Gonsideration of the State bonds 
issued to it in aid of works of internal improvement 
to be constructed for the benefit ofthe public. If that 
obligation was to pay the bonds to the several persons 
who might become the holders thereof, then the se- 
curity would run with the bond; but if the obliga- 
tion was to pay the State for the bonds, the 
security would inure only to the benefit of the

that time no one but the State could be interested in 
the security, and at that time clearly the lien operated 
only as security for the payment of the loan of the 
bonds.

provide or in three ways: By the establish. 
ment of a sinking fund; by foreclosure, if the 
company failed to pay the bonds at maturity, 
and by foreclosure and proceedings against quilty 
stockholders before maturity if an issue of bonds was 
obtained by fraud or contrary to the provision of the 
act. It finds that under the sinking fund provision 
the company was required to make a payment to the 
State, and for this payment the State wastogive a 
credit onthe bonds. It holdsthat: ‘ This clearly im- 
plies that the loan of the bonds was to create a debt on 
the bonds by the company tothe State, and that this 
debt was to be discharged pro tanto on the pay- 
ment annually into the State Treasury of the amount 
sequence by the sinking tund seciion.’’ With respect 
to the question whether there exists any other liabil- 
ity of the company on the bonds than the one to the 
State, the court says that if such other liability exists 
at all lt must be s virtue of some other provision of 
the statute than the one referred to, and says that 
there is but one debt, and that whatever pays that 
debt cancels all the obligations of the company upon 
the bonds, and that whenever it appears that payment 
of the bonds must be made to one the idea of u debt on 
the bonds to another is excluded. It finds that a pay- 
ment to the State is absolutely and expressly re- 
quired. It finds, also, that under the statutes of 1852and 
1856 payments into the sinking fund were to be treated 
as a release pro tanto of all the liability of the com- 

ny on or on account of the meng and that the act of 

860 shows beyond all question that such was the 
legislative understanding at the time of the operation 
of this provision of the original act. The court holds 
that there is nothing in the provision for a foreclosure 
in case of the failure of the sompeny to pay ut matu. 
rity the bonds issued to it to show that the author of 
the statute had tho security of the bondholder in 
his mind when drafting this section, and that the 
provision for proceedings for foreclosure before the 
maturity of the bonds incaseof issue of bonds ob- 
tained by fraudis manifestly for the benefit of the 
State alone. The court finds that in section 12 of 
the act of 1852, which reserves to the State the right 
to enact all such laws as may be deemed necessary to 
protect the interests of the State and to secure the 
State — the lossin consequence of the issuance 
of bonds under the provisions of this act, but in 
such munner as not to impair the vested rights 
of the stockholders of the companies, nothing is suid 
aboutthe vested rights of bondholders, and this it 
says “raises a strong presumption that it was 
never intended to vest in them any right which would 
interfere in the remotest degree with the free exercise 
of all the power of the State to deal with the borrow. 
ing companies in reference to the bonds and the secur- 
ity created therefor, just us might, under any circum. 
stances that should arise, be deemed most for the in- 
terest of the State and the companies, they being the 
only parties to the contract of the companies that were 

e at all interested in what was to be done.” 
The court adds, in couclusion: “As has been 
seen, the bonds to be issued were on their face to 
bind only the State. At that time repudiation of 
State faith was not thought of. No purchaser of State 
bonds ever asked whether anything else than the faith 
of a State was biedsed for their payment promptly at 
maturity. Repudiation waslooked upon as dishonorable 
and as something that would never occur. Security 
to the State against loss by the !oan of ita bonds, 
which was provided for, must therefore be presumed 
to have been the sole purpose of the liens which were 
to be created on the issue of the bonds,” wd the judg- 
ment of the court the decree of the court below in each 
of the cases is affirmed. Justices Matthews and Blatch- 
ford took no part in these decisions. ’ 

Justice Matthews delivered an opinion in the Vir- 
ginia coupon tax case of Moore vs. Greenhow. The 
piaintif in error in this case filed a petition in April, 
18$4,in the Circuit Court of thecity ot Richmond, 

raying for® mandamus to compel tne defendant, as 
Treasurer of thecity of Richmond, to issue to him a 
certificate stating that he had made the deposit re- 
quirea by law io payment of his license tax, he 
having tendered to the ‘Treasurer coupons cut 
from the BState bonds. and the tender having 
been refused. The writ prayed for havin 
been refused by the Circuit Court, and upon a writ o 
error to the Supreme Court of Appeais, the judgment 
of the lower court having been affirmed, the case was 
brought to this court. Justice Matthews. in delivering 
the opinion of the court, holds that this being a case in 
which by mandamus it is sought to compel the 
officers of the State of Virginia specifically to 
receive coupons instead of money in payment 
of license taxes, it comes within the exact terms 
of the decision of the marotne ofthis court in Antoni 
vs. Greenhow, according to which the plaintiffin error 
1s remitted to the remedy Piyeises by the act of Jan. 
14, 1882. The jadament 9 the ee ge ae of Ap- 
peals of Virginia is therefore affirmed. Justices Field 
and Harlan, while adhering to the views expressed in 
their dissenting opinion in the case of Anton! vs. 
Greenhow, agree that the principles announced by the 
majority in that case, if applied to the present case, re- 
quire an affirmance of the judgment below.

Another attempt is to be made to-pass a. 
pill to check the rapacity-of the New-York 
City gas companies. We have little con- 
fidence that the attempt will succeed. 
The law makers at Albany have a con- 
temptuous disregard for the wishes and 
interests of the public,.and many of them 
are entirely willing and even eager to 
pell their votes to the gas companies. It 
would be difficult to imagine a condition 
of affairs more unfavorable:to the passage 
of any measure curtailing the power of 
the gas monopolists to plunder the public , 
to the full limit of its ability to pay.

The malicious attack upon the civil 
pervice law of the State known as the 
‘Veterans’ bill, which is now pending in 
the Senate, ought to be defeated there. 
Its course in the Assembly was a disgrace 
to that body, and was made possible only 
because that body is singularly weak and 
silly, and is under the influence of dema- 

‘ gogues and lobbyists. The Senators, being 
far fewer in numbers and more econspicu- ; 
ous, can probably be made to feel the force 
of public opinion more directly. We can as-»| 


and that any popularity they may hope to 
win by the advocacy of this hypocritical 
and degrading proffer of favors to the 
soldiers will be dearly-purchased, To our 
Republican friends in that body we would 
suggest, if perchance any of them are in 
need of the suggestion, that it would not 
greatly aid the fortunes of the Republican 
Party if a Legislature in which it hasa 
majority in both branches should pass 
this bill and a Democratic Governor 
should veto it, as there is much reason to 
think that he would should it ever reach 
him, 
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It is said that Mack, the Chicago poli- 
tician who has been found guilty of ballot 
box frauds and sentenced to imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary, will escape pun- 
ishment because he was tried upon an in- 
formation and not upon an indictment 
found by aGrand Jury. TheConstitution 
provides that ‘‘no person shall be held to 
answer for a Capital or otherwise infamous 
crime unless on a presentment or in- 
dictment of a Grand Jury.” ‘When 
his attorneys procured a stay of pro- 
ceedings in order that there might be a 
hearing upon this point, there was pend- 
ing inthe Supreme Court of the United 
States a case involving the same question. 
This case has since been decided, the 
court’s unanimous opinion being that a 
person sentenced to imprisonment for an 
infamous crime without having been pre-- 
sented or indicted by a Grand Jury is 
entitled to be discharged on a writ 
of habeas corpus, and that a “‘crime pun- 
ishable by imprisonment for a term of 
years at hard labor is an infamous 
crime” within the meaning of the Con- 
stitution. This-decision may answer the 
question raised in the case decided and 
also those in the case of Macgin, but to 
settle the whole matter once for all there 
is needed an authoritative and compre- 
hensive definition of the term “ an infa- 
mous crime.” The first attempt to 
prosecute the star route thieves was 
based upon an information, because 
the statute of limitations would have 
run against the offense before an 
indictment could have been procured. 
That information was thrown out of 
court by Judge Cox upon the ground that 
“‘conspiracy to defraud the Government” 
was an infamous crime, because the de- 
fendants, if found guilty, could be im- 
prisoned in a penitentiary for more than 
one year. The Supreme Court's recent 
definition appears to apply specifically to 
imprisonment ‘‘ at hard labor.” What- 
ever may be its scope it will undoubtedly 
discourage the use of informations in all 
cases in which the penalty may be im- 
prisonment. 








SENSIBLE LEADERSHIP, 


Senator VOORHEES, of Indiana, has never 
been suspected of indifference to the con- 
ventional methods of politics. He has 
made no pretension of being a civil serv- 
ice reformer, or of disapproving the use 
of patronage to promote the success of his 
party. While he has been above the in- 
trigue and the greed that some-of his as- 
sociates in the Senate in each-of the great 
parties have indulged in, he has been 
regarded as a politician of the old- 
fashioned type and a _ thorough-paced 
partisan. In the recent appointments 
of the President it is known that Mr. 
VOORHEES's wishes have not been always 
-consulted, and that from the ordinary 
point of view he has much more tangible- 
** grievances” than others who have been 
savagein their denunciation of Mr. CLEVE- 
LAND. When, therefore,.he declares his 
opinion of the late manifestation of 
animosity toward the Administration it 
thas marked value, as showing how 





the active and influential men‘ in his party 
who are in nowise in close sympathy‘ 
with his advanced views. 

Mr. VOORHEES says, according to a 
“Washington dispatch: % The-distribution 
of patronage is not a proper subject on 
which to break with an Administration. 
Dishonesty in office or the administration 
of the Government upon false principles 
of legislation can alone justify a leader of 
a party in rushing ‘into opposition. It is 
in*my opinion highly impolitic for any 
one who fails to get an office to-cry out 
that the party is lost and then to fall to 
railing against'the Administration.” And 
as to Mr. CLEVELAND he adds: “I.refuse 
to discuss any such proposition as that 
Mr. CLEVELAND may prove disloyal 
to his party or the principles upon 
which we elected him. My _ confi- 
dence in his integrity is absolute. 
A more conscientious President in his 
sense of duty never crossed the threshold 
of the White House.” These:are generous 
and loyal words, and they show the In- 
diana Senator in.a.light far more:credita- 
ble than that in which some of his col- 
leagues have placed themselves. They 
are, moreover, words of sound common 
sense, Certainly Mr. VOORHEES does not 
undervalue the effect upon the fortunes 
of a party or party leaders of what he 
frankly calls ‘‘the distribution of patron- 
age.” But he recognizes that so far as 
‘the public offices are “‘ patronage” at all 
they are so only by the-discretion of the 
President in the use of the appointing 
power conferred on him by law, and if 
he chooses to use that power solely:in the 
public interest and not in the interest of 
himself or of the party leaders, the latter 
only make themselves ridiculous in mak- 
ing an outcry on the subject. 

We have already had occasion to point 
out that this view of the President’s func- 
tions is strictly in accordance with the 
Constitution, and that any rash Sena- 
tors who seek to make war upon 
the President for disregarding their ad- 
vice or dictation would find him in an im- 
pregnable position and themselves help- 
less and without arms or ammunition. 
The doctrine sustained by Mr. VoORHEES 
is not a. novel one, but it has been so long 
ignored .and rejected at Washington that 
it seems novel. Since the momentous pe- 
riod in our constitutional history when 
the Senate in its contest with ANDREW 
Jounson deliberately stripped him of 
much of his legitimate power and 
directly and indirectly took into its 
own hands much of the Presi-. 
dential function, the idea has steadily 





pure them that they will be closely watched, | 
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and should be made simply a distributing 
agent for the supply of patronage to the 
party and to the party managers. It was a 
mischievous idea and gave rise to many 
abuses, It went far toward the discredit- 
ing of Gen. Grant in his civil career, 
who was held responsible for many of- 
fenses for which he was only negatively 
to be blamed. It shattered the feeble 
force of Mr. Haygs’s good intentions. It 
utterly confused and baffled President 
GARFIELD, who, if he had not been killed 
by an insane devotee of this idea, would 
have been sorely tried, if not wrecked, by 
its operation. And it did much during 
Mr. ArtTHUR’s Administration to bring 
about-the catastrophe for the Republican 
Party with which that Administration 
was closed. 

Mr. CLEVELAND is the first President in 
a quarter of a century who has set out 
with the avowed determination to resist 
the notion that he is a mere patronage 
agent for his party. He has not under- 
taken to disregard entirely the claims of 
party in the administration of the public 
service, but he has distinctly undertaken 
to subordinate them to the public inter- 
ests, and he has an undoubted purpose to 
reduce the area of the operation of the 
patronage idea to the narrowest possi- 
ble limits. In doing so he is enti- 
‘tled to the support of all honest 
citizens. He is especially entitled to the 
support of his own party, for he is doing 
more than any other man has done in 
this generation to make a useful and suc- 
cessful career practicable for his party, by 
convincing the people that it is not a 
party of mere-office seekers. "We believe 
he will go beyond rather than fall behind 
his professions, that with experience he 
will see that the extension of the principle 
of a non-partisan civil service is the best 
thing for his party as well as for the coun- 
try. The position so honorably taken by 
Mr. VOORHEES is a sign that he is not to 
meet with any opposition at all formidable. 
from the Democratic leaders, 











THE PROSPECT OF PEACE, 


Lord GRANVILLE’s statement in the 
‘House of Lords probably presages peace. 
At any rate it proves that Russia has 
changed her tactics. There is no reason 
on the face of things for such a change. 
If the Czar’s counselors thought two 
months ago that the time had come for 
the settlement with England to which the 
military class—that is to say the educated 
and powerful class—in Russia have been 
for a quarter of a century looking for- 
ward with eagerness, there is no reason 
why they should have-ceased to think so 
now. 

No sane Russian could have imagined 
that England would .show less resent- 
ment than she has shown. The most 
peace-loving Englishman—and there is 
probably in England no more sincere 
hater of war than Mr. GLADSTONE— 
could not have advised submission to the 
encroachments-of Russia with any chance 
of having his counsel taken or even list- 
ened to with respect. A Quaker, if he 
had been Prime Minister, would have 
been forced to admit that turning 
the other cheek of a nation to 
the smiter is a policy inconsistent 
with national greatness or even with 
national security. “Russian statesmen 
must have foreseen'the consequences of 
their own acts so far as to know that the- 
attack of Komarorr, followed by their 
curt refusal to offer any explanation of it 
which might palliate its offensiveness, 
would be resented by all parties in Eng- 
land, It was certain that all the re- 
sources of a rich and powerful people 
would be put absolutely at the command 
of tthe English Ministry, and that party 
differences would disappear in the na-. 
tional opposition to. Russian encroachment, 
All this having been as certain before-- 
hand.as it is now, what has caused the 
change in the Russian policy? 

It is possible that pressure from outside. 
has been brought to bear upon the Czar’s 
Council, and in the present condition of 
Russia this pressure ‘would mean.a threat 
of interference from Germany. But it-is 
to be assumed thatthe Russian statesmen 
had taken securities beforehand against 
interference of this kind, and _ that 
they had ascertained how they were 
likely to stand with each of the 
great powers before they took up 
an aggressive behavior ‘toward England. 
Forit is necessary to bear in mind all 
along that there was nothing casual in 
the-incident that has brought about the 
tension of relations between Russia and 
England. This tension-has already gone 
perilously close to a rupture, and it 
would before this . have resulted in a 
rupture but for the long-suffering, 
partly constitutional and partly con- 
scientious, of Mr. GLADSTONE. Kom- 
AROFF’S attack by itself might have 
been the unauthorized attack of an im- 
petuous soldier. But it is one link in a 
chain of events, from the discourteous 
neglect of Russia to secure the attendance: 
of her representative upon the meetings 
of the Boundary Commission to her dis- 
courteous refusal to make a conciliatory: 
explanation of the attack. The whole 
series of events is perfectly intelligi- 
ble upon the supposition that Russia 
meant to provoke:a quarrel with England 
and perfectly unintelligible upon any' 
other supposition, Nor is this supposi- 
tion discreditable to the intelligence of 
Russian statesmen. Assuming that Af- 
ghanistan must become either Russian or 
English, and that the rival claims can be 
settled only by war, it is hard to see what 
circumstances more favorable to herself 
and more unfavorable to England for 
forcing the issue Russia can reasonably 
expect than those which now exist, 

Nevertheless, unless the avowal of 
Russia’s willingness to submit to an 
arbitration be a mere feint to gain time, 
which is altogether unlikely, it betokensa 
change in the Russian counsels. How has 
thatchange been brought about? Itis very 
possible that it has been brought about, 
not.by public, but by private and even 
domestic considerations. It must be re- 
membered that the Russian Court is still a 
“Court” in the old sense that has been 
obsolete in England since the reign of 
Queen ANNE, and in France since the 
Revolution. Domestic politics are in St. Pe-

| tezsburg still an affair’ of favorites, and 
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foreign politics an affair of dynasties. A 
royal marriage is still in the political 
sense an ‘‘alliance.” The Czar’s wife is 
asister of the woman who will, in the 
course of nature, be the Queen of Eng- 
land, and the Czar’s sister is the wife of 
an English Prince. Such unions count 
for very little in countries under constitu- 
tional Government, but they count for 
very much in countries of which the 
Government is still dynastic. An 
English Prime Minister, responsible to: 
the country, could not if he would re- 
gard the personal wishes of the royal 
family; but the Czar of all the Russias, 
by the very fact of his irresponsibility to 
public opinion, becomes amenable to do- 
mestic influences, The suggestion of the 
King of Denmark as an arbitrator in- 
dicates the nature of the pressure 
that has been brought to bear, 
and which ‘it now seems _proba- 
ble has been effectually brought to 
bear, upon the Czar. Nobody would 
think of invoking the judgment of that 
sovereign upon a dispute between the 
English and the Russian people. But ina 
‘dispute between the British Parliament 
and the Russian Court there is a very 
good reason why the arbitration of a 
King who is the father both of the Cza- 
rina and of the Princess of Wars shouldy 
be more acceptable at St. Petersburg than. 
that of any other sovereign in Europe, 











IMPRISONMENT FOR DEBT. 


Among the bills reported by the special 
investigating committee of the Assembly 
known as the Roosevelt committee, last 
year, was one abolishing imprisonment on 
final judgment in civil actions. There 
was so much of pressing importance in 
the other measures reported by the com- 
mittee that this one fell into neglect. A 
bill having the same purpose was intro- 
duced in the Senate early in the present 
session by Senator Tirus. It passed that 
body some time ago, but has not yet been 
heard from in the Assembly. It ought to 
be brought out of its obscurity-and passed. 
The entire bill is contained in half a dozen 
lines. It is easily understood, and there is 
no occasion for prolonged debate upon it. 
It is difficult to see any ground for opposi- 
tion except that it would take some of 
Sheriff Davipson’s permanent boarders 
out of Ludlow-Street Jail. 

Those who recall the graphic pictures 
drawn by Dickens of life in the debtors’ 
prisons of London may not be aware that 
the barbarism which he was instrumental 
in ending there still flourishes on a small 
scale in this State. But itis a fact that 
men against whom judgments have been 
obtained, and whv have no property to 
satisfy the execution, may be, and in 
many cases are, arrested and held indefi- 
nitely for the crime of poverty. How 
long they may ‘be held depends practical-. 
ly on the resentment or the indiffer- 
ence of the plaintiffs who hold judg- 
ments against them. There have been 
cases in which unfriended judgment debt- 
ors have lingered in jail for months and 
even for years. They are the Sheriff's 
poor boarders. Having no money to pay 
for favors, they receive the harshest of 
prison treatment and the hardest of prison 
fare, and their misery is made the greater 
by the fact that they have nothing to do 
but to brood over their wrongs, The in- 
vestigation of last year afforded a glimpse 
of the treatment of these prisoners, for 
whose maintenance the Sheriff receives 
only the meagre allowance from the 
county, out of which he makes all the 
profit he can, 

It is true that men now imprisoned on 
civil process are charged with fraud in in- 
curring their debts or disposing of their 
property, and may obtain their discharge 
when they have proved their innocence, 
but the fact remains that in many cases they 
have no property and are unableto-employ 
a lawyer totake the necessary proceedings 
for their relief, Unmerciful creditors 
with legal skill at their command can 
keep debtors:confined until they get ready 
to let them go. The first section of 
the pending act simply forbids imprison- 
ment upon an execution or other process 
issued upon a final judgment in civil ac- 
tions, but the second section declares that 
it shall not ‘‘ limit the power of a court 
or Judge to imprison for disobedience of 
an order, process other than judgment, or 
judgment of a Judge or court where such 
power now exists.” This leaves ample 
power for reaching any property which 
the debtor may have and forcing its ap- 
plication to the judgment against him 
under penalty of imprisonment. for diso- 
beying the-orders of the court. The ob-: 
ject of a civil action is to secure prop- 
erty and not the person, An execution 
should be against property and not against 
liberty. Fraud should be punished as such 
by the proper proceedings, and by a defi- 
nite penalty when it is proved. Allega- 
tion of fraud in a civil suit should not be 
‘used as a means of enforcing indefinite 
imprisonment for debt when there is no 
ability to pay, as is often the case under: 
the present law. The Titus bill ought to 


“pass the Assembly before the session ends. . 








THE FIRE TRAPS. 


If the inspection of tenement houses 
which the Aldermen have asked the In- 
spector of Buildings to make shall bea 
thorough one, carried on by honest and 
competent men, hundreds of houses will 
be reported whose occupants would be in 
great danger of suffocation if a fire should 
break out on the lower floor after mid- 
night. But if this inspection is to be made 
by men like those who saw no fault in the 
row of houses which BuDDENSIEK erected 
on Eleventh-avenue, and which must now 
be taken down and rebuilt, then it will be 
of very little value. 

We notice that the Aldermen’s resolu- 
tion asks for an inspection of tenement 
houses only. The Inspector of Buildings 
should extend the examinationso as to in- 
clude flats and apartment houses. It 
would be very difficult to draw the line 
between ‘‘ tenement houses” like the trap 
on First-avenue and thousands of cheap 
* flats,” so called, for ‘the difference is 
mainly one of location and price. The 
tenements in the First-avenue house were 
‘* flats” of four rooms, and hundreds of the 
*‘ flats” in better locations are simply 
tenements of six, seven, or eight 
rooms. The First-avenue house had 
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only one stairway; the low~ priced 
** flats” as a rule have two—one in 
the rear, adjoining a dumb-waiter, and 
the other in the centre of the building. 

Both are of highly inflammable material, 

and in many cases the flats are so con-. 
structed that a fire that should make the 
main stairway impassable might prevent 
the occupants from reaching the rear 
stairway. They would then be forced to 
get out of the windows, for they could 
not reach a fire escape in the rear even if 
thore were one there. The fact is, how- 
ever, that on many of these flat houses 
there are no fire escapes either in the rear 
or in front. The inspectors should not con-. 
fine their labors to the tenements. 

Thousands of people probably regard 
the house in First-avenue, with its one 
narrow wooden stairway and iis worth-. 
less fire escape, as a building that was ex- 
ceptionally dangerous. The truth is that: 
there are many others that are no better, 
In twenty minutes the flames, which ap- 
pear to have broken out under the eyes of 
HumpuRey, had swept up the stairway, 
made it impassable, set the wooden floors 
of the fire escape blazing, and suffocated 
several persons who had been sleeping in 
the dark bedrooms, If there had been in 
the district another fire, in addition 
to the one in Mr. Huntrneron’s house on 
Park-avenue, there would have been more 
victims, for some of those who were saved 
by the ladders would have perished miser- 
ably. Are there not hundreds of tene- 
ment houses whose fire escapes are in bad 
condition, whose lower stories are occu- 
pied by saloons, and in which there is 
only one flimsy wooden stairway extend- 
ing from basement to roof? Was this the 
only fire escape whose successive landings 
had wooden floors ready to be ignited by 
a fire beneath ? 

As a rule human life is very-cheap in 
the eyes of the builder and the owner of 
tenement. houses and tenement flats. The 
greed of the speculative builder and the 
speculative landlord‘has encountered very 
little restraint in this city. The result of 
their almost unrestricted labors is that 
there are on this island hundreds, and 
perhaps thousands, of mud houses of 
the Buddensiek model and fire traps 
like the First-avenue tenements and the 
St. George’s apartment house. It is the 
duty of the City Government to make 
these buildings safe, either by-requiring 
their partial reconstruction or by com- 
pelling the addition of a sufficient num- 
ber of trustworthy fire escapes. The field 
is a large one, and there is an abundance 
of work to doin it. This work should be 
done without delay. 








TOO SOON. 

It is a curious fact that nothing is ever 
known of a man’s real character by his 
contemporaries, The Romans who lived 
under TiseRivus thought that he was an 
objectionable person, but they were mis- 
taken, for eighteen centuries later learned 
men discovered that TIBERIUS was the 
purest and best man that ever-lived. The 
contemporaries of Henry VIII. im- 
agined that he was a_ hot-tempered 
King, who regarded marriage as a social 
pastime rather than as a serious contract, 
and was accustomed to marry a new 
Queen about the twenty-fifth day of every 
month, and to divorce her with the aid 
of an axe a week later. Mr. FrRoupE 
has shown us that this estimate of King 
HENRY was all wrong. That excellent 
monarch was one of the most amiable of 
men, and, though he was always cheated 
in his wives, he never lost his cheerful- 
ness, and continued with unabated hope- 
fulness to search for a wife with whom 
he could make a permanent marriage. 

The latest ilhustration of the fact that a 
man’s character is known only to the gen- 


eration which has never seen him is afford-. 


ed by the vindication of the late Enaar 
A. Por’s character which is now in prog- 
ress, Those who were personally acquaint- 
ed with Por. believed that he was dissolute, 
untruthful, and a generally disreputable 
person. We are now evidently about to 
learn that PoE was an entirely different 
sort of man. By simply assuming that 
all the people who knew him person- 
ally lied about him, and that:no one but a 
person of pure and lofty character could 
have written Por’s poems, it is easy to 
decide that Por has been greatly maligned, 
and that in morality of conduct and spir- 
itual purity he resembled St. JoHN the 


Evangelist more than any other man. 


There are many persons who are ready 
to testify that Por did not die in a 
drunken debauch, and we shall probably 
learn before long that it was Dr. GrIswoLD 
who was a drunken reprobate. and that 
PoE wore-himself out in efforts for the 
doctor’s reformation. 

It is possible, however, that the . effort 
to rehabilitate Poz has been made too 
soon, There are:still alive a few men who 
knew. Pok, and it will be difficult to-con- 
vince them that when they fancied that 
Por was drunk and blasphemous he was 
really praying earnestly while in an ec- 
static spiritual condition closely resem- 
bling trance. Por’s admirers ought to 
wait, say, twenty-five years longer. They 
can then not only prove that he was a 
modern Sir Galahad, but they can also 
rehabilitate JEFFERSON Davis, and show 
that he was passionately devoted to the 
Union and spared no effort to crush the 
rebellion headed by LINCOLN and GRANT, 








The energetic action of the militia under 
Adjt.-Gen. Vancr at Joliet on Saturday 
in dispersing the riotous. strikers and 
capturing 70 of them was unfortunately 
followed by the release of the prisoners 
by the Sheriff on Sunday morning. The 
freed prisoners went to the adjoining 
town of Lemont, where there was serious 
disturbance early yesterday morning. A 
detachment of militia sent over to protect 
the quarries at Lemont was savagely at- 
tacked in the streets both in front and 
rear, and, opening fire, two of the rioters 
were killed. Three others were wounded 
by bayonets. The crowd then dispersed 
and the troops went into camp at the 
principal quarry. The militia seem to 
have acted with reasonable coolness and 
steadiness, though it is questionable 
whether, as is so often the case, the fatal 
firing was not done without orders. On 
this point fuller information must be 
awaited, The situation is still very grave, 


as the population of Lemont is largely 
made up of the quarrymen, who are des- 
perate from four weeks’ want of work. 
Their strike was, by the way, for an ad-. 
vance from $1 50 to $1 75 per day.

WALLACK’S THEATRE. 

The season of operetta at Wallack’s 
Theatre was auspiciously entered upon last 
evening, wuen an English version of Millicker’s 
“ Feldprediger” was produced under the title of 
“The Black Hussar.” “ Der Feldprediger,” in 
its original garb, had its first representation 
at the Thalia Theatre Friday of last week, 
and was referred to at some length in this place 
on Saturday. Millicker’s music gains by 
repetition. It cannvt be said that the 
score of “Der Feldprediger” includes any 
numbers of uncommon beauty or origin- 
ality—the ‘composer’s measures, in fact, 
when at all striking, are reminiscent of 
much that he has done and that others have 
done before, and his creativeness never goes 
further than the shaping of a strongly rhythmi- 
cal march or a swaying dance tune—but its every 
measure is the work of a master of the lighter 


forms of instrumentation and ofa writer that, 
even when he has little that is new or brilliant 
to impart, is able to clothe his soft nothings in 
such attire as will attract and hold the attention 
of an audience in any part of the world. When 
it is noted that the music of “The Black 
Hussar” was cleverly sung at Wallack’s 
Theatre, last night, it will be understood, 
bearing in mind that the operetta was success- 
fulat the Thalia, that it wrought a favorable 
impression at the up-town house. Its story as 
rehearsed in English is considerably less inter- 
esting and its scenes much less amusing. 
Although the acting in ‘*The Black Hussar” 
not overburdened with the more or less 
irrelevant ** business’ which is grafted nightly 
upon most translated operettas at the pleasure 
of the performers, it would be flattery to say 
that the English players handle their respective 
réles as felicitously as their German associates. 
The comedy in ** Der Feldprediger” is gotten out 
of the elaboration of the characters rather than 
out of the situations and text, and no small 
share of the spectators’ amusement is de- 
rived from the _ spirit and from the 
seeming unconsciousness of the unreali- 
ty of the events with which the foreign 
artists go through their tasks. English and 
American actors and actresses, as a class, have 
little fitness for this sort of thing: they can 
give effecc to a droll incident and emphasis to a 
mirth-provoking line, but very few can com- 
bine caricature and naturalness and elicit mer- 
riment by building up personages and endowing 
them with color and vitality by purely artistic 
methods, Yesterday’s representation was ex- 
tremely good in the sense in which most repre- 
sentations of the same order exact like com- 
mendation. The comedians compelled the 
auditors to laugh, the ladies made themselves 
as comely as possible, and, as recorded, 
the singing was excellent. But it cannot be con- 
ceded that the spectator left the theatre with a 
thorough appreciation of the possibilities of 
Millicker’s operetta. That its English version 
will have a liberal measure of success may, 
however, be prophesied with safety. The 
comicalities of Messrs. De Wolf Hopper and 
Digby Bell bear slender kinship to the characters 
these persons assume, but the players kee 
the audience in a cheerful frame of mind, 
and no more can be asked. Both gentle- 
men sing well, and Mr. Hopper, although 
his humor is not exactly spontaneous 
or communicative, occasionally supplies evi- 
dence of thought and of a desire to elaborate his 
portrayals. Mr. Bell pleases by familiar pro- 
cesses, which every one cannot appreciate. 
In “The Black Hussar,” as in most of 
the works he has figured in, his principal 
points are made by rounding off a sentence 
in the language of everyday life by a more or 
less slangy expression, and then assuming a 
melancholy facial expression and squinting 
toward the gallery. Itis proper to add that the 
hilarity consequent upon this proceeding offers 
the performer every encouragement not to essay 
experiments in any other direction, and that 
Mr. Bell was much applauded on the oc- 
casion under. notice. Mr. Mark Smith, 
who personated the black hussar, was also 
promptly taken into the audience’s favor, 
though wholly on account of his singing, 
The female réles were divided between 
Misses Post and Jansen and Mme. Cottrelly. The 
first-named artists, instead of following the ex- 
ample of their German associates and paint- 
ing their faces so as to simulate age, 
found it more convenient to wear. wire 
masks with intent to conceal their charms 
from the invading soldiery. The effect 
of their first scene was spoiled by this innova- 
tion, but their performances during the remain- 
der of the operetta were quite  satisfac- 
tory. Although the part of Barbara has 
been somewhat ‘written -— it is barely 
worthy of Mme. Cottrelly’s experience 
and exuberance. We need but add that the 
choruses were given with precision anda full vol- 
ume of tone,and that the orchestra was efficiently 
managed by Signor de Novelis. The dresses and 
scenery in ** The Black Hussar” are fresh, glit- 
tering, and appropriate. The representation 
progressed from first to last with unbroken 
smoothness. Mr. Rosenfeld’s libretto is com- 
mendable as to his verses; what he is pleased to 
call the comedy of his version was not apparent 
to the listener last evening. After the first act 
er the artists were summoned before the cur- 
aio.

SKELETONS SEVEN FEET LONG. 

CENTREBURG, Ohio, May 4.—Licking 
County has been for years a favorite field for 
students of Indian history, there being here two 
old forts and scores of mounds. Last 
week a small mound near Homer was 
opened by some schoolboys, who found a 
skeleton. To-day further search was made, and 
several feet below the surface Of the earth ina 
large vault, with stone floor and bark covering, 
were found four huge skeletons, three being 
each over seven feet in length and the other 
eight. The skeletons lay with their feet 
to the east on a bed of charcoal in 
which were numerous partially burned bones. 
About the neck of the largest skeleton were 
alot of stone beads, evidently a necklace 
in life. The grave contained about 30 
stone vessels and implements, the most 
striking being a curiously wrought pipe, 
the bowl having a series of carved figures upon 
it representing a contest between animals and 
birds. ltissaidto be the only engraved stone 
pipe ever found. A atone kettle holiing about a 
gallon, in which was a residue of saline mat- 
ter, bears evidence of much skill. Their bows, 
a@ number of arrows, stone hatchets, and a stone 
knife are among theimplements. The knife is 
of peculiar shape, with a curved blade and 
wooden handle. Students of Indian archwology 
claim it is the most valuable find ever made in 
that line. :

A RAIL MILL DESTROYED, 
a 
PROPERTY WoRTH $250,000 QuicKLYy 
BURNED TO THE GROUND. 

ScRANYON, Ponn., May 4.—An alarm of 
fire aroused the city shortly after 1 o’clock tnig 
morning and hundreds of persons ran half 
dressed into the streets, which were as bright ag 
day from the reflection of the flames which dart- 
ed fiercely out of the rail millof the Lacka- 
wanna Iron and Coal Company’s steel works. 
The fire, which originated in the engine room, 
spread rapidly, and the valuable machinery of 
the finely equipped establishment was speedily 
destroyed. The place glowed like a furnace, and 
the efforts of firemen and workmen were futile 
untilthe flames had spent their force and the 
vast structure collapsed in a mass of red 
ruins, involving the destruction of $250,000 worth 
of valuable property. The origin of the 
fire cannot be accounted for. A few minutes 


before 1 o’clock Martin Rifle, the night foreman 
of the place, visited the engine room, and found 
overseneng in order. He then crossed the mill 
to where the fan engine is situated, about 100 
feet distant, and was there but 10 minutes when 
he saw the engine room full of fire, which had 
already takena firm hold of the stout timbers 
of which the building was constructed. The 
woofwork was highly infammable owing to the 
oil that had been splashed upon it from the 
machinery, and in ashort time the fiames burst 
through the root with great force, carrying a 
shower of sparks and cinders, and scattering them 
upon the roofs of the dwellings in the immediate 
vicinity, threatening a general conflagration. 
The excitement at this stage was intense. 
Scores of men hastened to the roofs of their 
houses and had pails of water passed up to them, 
with which they resisted the threatened destruc.e - 
tion of their homes, which were frequently set 
on fire hy the blazing cinders that descended 
from the roaring rail mill. Thousands of per- 
sons had congregated about the burning mill, 
The fire companies directed numerous streams 
against the tlames and a forceof workmen start- 
ed up the hydraulic system of the converting 
mill to ee the efforts of the firemen. 
The ferce oi the hydraulic machinery was so 
great, however, that the hose burst under the 
pressure and was snapped from the hands of the 
workmen. At2o’clock the mill, which was 235 
feet long and 100 feet wide, was ail ablaze, ay 
was also the. rail shed adjoining, which was 
150 feet long. Then the girders fell, bring- 
ing with them long sections of -shafting, 
and the heavy machinery of the mill was 
damaged beyondrepair. The blooming mill also 
caught fire, but only asection of the roof was 
destroyed. The rail train engines, cambering 
machine, fan engine, and other valuable ma- 
chinery were destroyed. It 1s estimated that 
the damage will not fall short of $250,000. The 
mull and its contents were insured for $150,000, of 
which $15,000 is in the Imperial, $60,000 in the 
Royal, and $75,000 in the Liverpool, London anda 
Globe Insurance Company. it wil) take more 
than three months to rebuild the burned mill, 
By its destruction the company’s other mills, ag 
well as its mines, will be become idle, throwing 
nearly a thousand men out of employmeut. 





TEMPTING STRENGTH TOO MUCH, 


GRANT TIRING HIMSELF AND WORRY. 
ING OVER HIS BOOK, 

The assumed necessity of goingon with 
work on his book ted Gen. Grant to tempt his 
damaged strength yesterday. He found that it 
was risky business. li was not intended that he 
should try dictation, and he did not put his pow- 
ers to that test; but the mere task of supervis- 
ing the arrangement of notes and records, in 
which others did all the trying work, wearled 
him, proving that be had done too much 
last week, if that was the cause of the 
discomfort ot Friday and Saturday, and sug- 
gesting, with renewed force, that the trouble 
might be of a more serious nature. He had done 
nothing but rest on Sunday. If it was rest 
alone that_he needed, the conditions of that day 
could not have been more promising for a re- 
freshed system yesterday, as his surroundings 
were perfectly quiet. But Sunday night, al- 
though not disquieting, was far from good, 
His sleep was fitful, with long waking inter- 
vals. On rising yesterday the glandular swelling 
showed no diminution and his general feelin 
was that of Janguor. Hoping to rouse himsel 
from it, and impressed with the urgency of get- 
ting the book forward with dispatch, he set out 
in the morning to accomplish what he had 
mapped out for the day on Saturday. It was 
slow and tedious for him and, while disinclined 
to give up, he had to stop neque, At the 
end of the dragging day he bad applied himself 
about an hour and a half all te!d, and nad 
brought on a condition of fatigue and nervoug 
tension that was neither wholesome nor reas- 
suring. 

Otherwise the day was without event. The 
house was very quiet, and nothing was allowed to 
disturb the General’s mind. During his periods 
of interruption of the work he tried to gain 
strength by repose, but his mind was constantly 
occupied, agd he could not disengage it wholly 
from what he wanted to do. A good deal of 
nervous fretting was the natural consequence, 
and that did him no good. At night, when the 
work was laid aside, his worriment subsided, 
Dr. Douglas found him at 10 o’clock in fair con- 
dition and spirits, though not so strong in self- 
confidence as during last week’s steady improve- 
ment.

THE MEMORIAL OF POE 


. 
CEREMONIES AT THE UNVEILING 
YESTERDAY. 
ADDRESSES AT THE MUSEUM OF ART BY 
EDWIN BOOTH, ALGERNON S SULLIVAN, 
AND THE REV. WILLIAM R, ALGER, 

The Poe memorial, sculptured by Rich- 
grad Henry Park and presented by the actors of 
New-York to the Metropolitan Museum of Art, 
was unveiled in that building yesterday after- 
noon. A very large audience assembled to wit- 
ness the ceremonies. A platform had been 
erected at the east end of the main hall, and on 
thissat members of the Memorial Committee, 
while the audience had seats on the floor in front 
or in the galleries above. Not more than one- 
halfof those present could hear what was said, 
and the effect of the music of Gilmore’s orches- 
tra, situated in the gallery on the north side, was 
much marred. The memorial consists of a tab- 
let sunk into the wali at the west end of the 
building on the main floor next to the bust of 
Scott, bearing a bronze bust of Poe in bas-relief, 
and an inscription informing the visitor who he 
was, who presented the memorial, and when and 
why they did it. In front of the tablet stands a 
female figure, chiseled in marble, representing 
Fame,and she is inclosing the bust in a wreath of 
laurel. 

The exercises yesterday afternoon began with 
prayer by the Rey. Arthur Brooks, after which 
Gilmore’s orchestra played the overture to 
“Oberon.” Then Algernon S. Sullivan, Presi- 
dent of the Memorial Committee, delivered the 
introductory address. He said that the unveil- 
Ing of the memorial would convert the building 
from an ordinary museum into a shrine for in- 
tellectual worship. Poe’s genius bad been under- 
estimated in his own time, but the exercises of 
the day were in the nature of a judgment of re- 
versal, putting the palm where it was always 
merited. In conclusion, he said that he conse- 
crated the alcove in which the memorial was in 
the name of American drama, art, and literature 
as the pocts’ corner of America. Mr. Sullivan 
then introduced Edwin Booth, who was received 
with hearty applause, to make the presentation 
speech on behalf ot the actors. 

Mr. Booth said: * It was my privilege to have 
zn leading band in the first performance given for 
the purpose which is to-day accomplished. It 
was thought that [ ought to make this presenta- 
tion, and it isa pleasure and an honor to do it. 
I believe I speak the sentiment of the whole 
dramatic profession when I declare that the 
American stage is proud and glad to have been 
the means of paying this tribute to American 
literature. The art of the actoris peculiarly 
sensitive to the bond which unites all the arts in 
one family, but its “<indred is nearest and its ob- 
ligation deepest to the art of the poet. Poe was 
pot a dramatic poet. He wrote hardiy anything 
In dramatic form—nothing that was ever acted. 
But he wasa true poet, and every actor must 
know that the success or the dramatic art is 
due to the influence upon the _ public 
mind of poetry, which attunes it to all 
that is beautiful, majestic, or otherwise,impress- 
ive in human life. Actors, like other people, 
recognize in Poe a being of strange endowments 
—a writer who, in the magnificence of his con- 
ceptions, the vividness of his pictures, and the 
vitality of his diction, has rivaled even the won- 
cerful originality and splendor ot Coleridge. We 
remember with pride that he was of theatrical 
lineage, and while we deplore his faults, we 
exuit in his great powers. To the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art I now present this memorial of 
Edgar Allan Poe. Here may it be preserved un- 
der the reverent protection of American schular- 
ship, a permanent tribute to genius and a last- 
ing memento of sympathy until, in the long 
flight of ages, this structure, with all its hal- 
lowed relics of the past, shall have crumbled 
into dust.” [Applause.]} 

The orchestra then played the last movement 
of Keethoven’s Fifth Symphony, after which 
John Gilbert performed the ceremony of un- 
veiling the memorial. He said that a speech 
would be unnecessary in view of what was to 
follow, and he waived his hand to the attendants 
at the other end of the hall, who drew the cov- 
pring aside amid great applause. Gen. L. P. Di 
Cesnola made a brief speech accepting the me- 
moriai, and then a chorus and the orchestra, 
conducted by Richard Henry Warren, organist 
of the Anthon Memorial Church, gave an 
pothem, “Song of the Free.” written and com- 
posed by George Eagar Montgomery and ar- 
ranged by Mr. Warren, with excellent effect. 

The oration of the day was next delivered by 
the Rev. William R. Alger, of Boston, his sub- 
ject being ** The Mission and Errors of Genius 
as Seeninthe Personality and Works of Edgar 
Allan Poe.’ “ How littie do ordinary souis,” 
said the speaker, ** dream of what goes on in ex- 
traordinary souls! The contemporaries of Poe 
—nameless thousands who mechanically trans- 
acted their affairs from day to day—have gone 
like s0 many shadows of clouds. But he—child 
of intuitional being and passion—had imagina- 
tion, which creates worlds of its own wherever 
it goes and magnifies its accompanying states 
pf consciousness to indefinite dimensions: and 
we make pilgrimages to the places where he 
tarried and muse on his memory with un- 
fathomabie wonder and _ sorrow. As the 
eye of Coleridge made pictures when 
they were shut, so the mind of Poe, in periods 
of intense tranquillity, when the health was 
perfect, wasthe scene of visions with whose 
production he seemed himseif to have nothing 
todo, but whose involuntary emergence and 
panoramic march through his imagination, be 
said, he watched with an awe which but moder- 
ated their ecstasy, for he regarded them as 
glimpses of the outer world of the spirit. The 
more closely we contemplate him with compe- 
tent sympathy the greater and stronger he ap- 
pears. He wandered through the streets of the 
city, the votary of an idealism vaster and viv- 
ider than that of Fichte, so intoxicated with a 
sense of unbounded consciousness as to feel that 
the universe itself was but an adumbration from 
bis brain. 

**How sad was the career, Pow dark the fate, 
of the proud, dazzling, ili-starred, unspeakably 
afflicted genius we are this day commemorating, 
overwhelmed with poverty, unappreciated by 
his contemporaries, beset with calamity. the 
lights of paradise and the flames of perdition 
contending in his breast! He was not a bad 
man. According to all the evidence, he has been 
pB constant victim of misinterpretation and mis- 
representation; now ignorantiy abused, now 
unfairly caricatured and defamed, now wanton- 
ly belied. He had many qualities which compel 
admiration,and many traits which are worthy 
ot love—his extraordinary intellectuality, 
his imaginative worship of beauty, his 
ideal enthusiasm for literary art, his 
ineffaceable memory of the dead, his unfailing 
tenderness and devotion to his wife and mother. 
He was not in any sense a man of deliberate 
pent net A The worst that can be justly said 
against him is that he was marred with moral 
obliquity, was stained with vicious weakness, 
was variously defective and sinful, while his life 
was a series of trials, griefs, disappointments, 
and tortures, which, in their intense and fearful 
array, appeal irresistibly for the compassion of 
every chivalrous nature, and the charitable 
judgments of mankind.” 

Sarah Cowell recited *“‘The Raven,” and was 
loudly applauded; the orchestra played the 
vorspiel to * Loheagrin,” William Winter read a 

oem, and the grand march from “ Tannhiuser” 
closed the exercises. Among those present on 
the platform and elsewhere were Carl Schurz, E.

LONG-TIME FRIENDS SEPARATED. 


HARRIGAN AND HART TO BE DISUNITED 
AFTER THIS WEEK. 

Edward Harrigan and Tony Hart, who 
are associated together inseparably in the minds 
of all theatregoers, will act together for the Jast 
time on Saturday evening in the Fourteenth- 
Street Theatre. Ever since their littie thea- 
tre in Broadway was destroyed by fire last De- 
cember these two popular young managers end 
actors have been drifting further and further 
apart, and now they have agreed to separate, 
after more than 15 years of constant association. 
Precisely what the cause of the trouble is neither 
Mr. Harrigan nor Mr. Hart will say, but both in- 


sist that their personal feelings toward each 
other have not changed, and their disagreement 
relates purely to the method of conducting the 
business. On Saturday Mr. Harrigan received a 
brief note from Mr. Hart giving him notice tbat 
the partnership would be dissolved on May 10, 
and that hereafter Mr. Hart would not appear 
with the company. 

Speaking on the subject last evening Mr. Har- 
rigan said: “I wasa little taken aback at first, 
though I ought not to have been surprised, 
considering what had gone before. In mak- 
ing my contracts for our season on the road I 
had signed the firm name of Harrigan & Hart, 
as I had always been accustomed to do, and 
of course the contracts called for the appear- 
ance of Tony as well as myself. This sudden 
action on his part placed me in a bad position, 
and the first thing I did was to try and arrange 
for my tour. I wrote to all the managers 
with whom I had dates asking them if 
they would accept me and my company 
without Hart. So far I have received answers 
from Jersey City, Newark, and Philadelphia, 
and these all expressed the willingness of the 
managers to keep the coutracts, notwithstand- 
ing Mr. Hart’s absence from the company. 
Then, too, I had to secure somebody to play 
Hart’s characters, and I have succeeded in en- 
gaging Richard Quilter, a very excellent come- 
dian, who is now playing nm Philadelphia.

THE DEATH OF MRS. VANDERBILT. 





THE WIDOW OF THE COMMODORE FALLING 
A VICTIM TO PNEUMONIA. 

Mrs. Frank A. Vanderbilt, the widow of 
the late Commodore Vanderbilt, died of pneu- 
monia at 9o’clock yesterday morning, at her 
residence, No. 10 Washington-place. She at- 
tended the funeral of Miss Phoebe Vanderbilt 
on April 25, and caught a cold from standing on 
the damp ground at the cemetery. Last Tuesday 
morning, while at breakfast, she was taken with 
achili. Dr. J. H. Shorter was summoned, and 
he found that she was suffering from pneumonia. 
She grew rapidly worse, and on Saturday Dr. 


Loomis was called in consultation. Mrs. Van- 
derbilt was then informed that her condition 
was critical. Atthe time of her death there were 
present at her bedside her mother, Mrs. Craw- 
ford, and her brother, Robert L. Crawford, with 
his wife and children, all of whom have lived 
with Mrs. Vanderbilt since her husband’s death. 

Mrs. Vanderbilt was a daughter of the late 
Robert L. Crawford. of Mobile, Ala., and a 
cousin of Bishop McTyéere. of Vanderbilt Uni- 
versity, of Nashville, Which was handsomely en- 
dowed by Commodore Vanderbilt. She was a 
native of Mobile, and a resident of that city until 
her marriage to Commodore Vanderbilt. She 
was first married to John Elliott, also of Mobile, 
but the union was nota happy one, and did not 
lastlong. Itissaid that Mrs. Crawford wished the 

oung couple to live with her, but Elliott ob- 
ew and bui!t a houseof hisown. Mrs, Elliott 
refused to leave her mother, and Elliott 
withdrew to his own house. For a time 
he visited his wife at her mother’s 
house, but his visits became less frequent 
and finally ceased altogether. Mrs. Elliott ob- 
tained a divorce,and Eluott went to New-Or- 
leans. Mrs. Ellott’s marriage to Commodore 
Vanderbilt is said to have been brought about 
largely through the instrumentaljity of her 
mother. it took place in the Tecumseh House, 
at London, Ontario, on Aug. 20, 1869, and the 
ceremony was performed by the Rey. Dr. Wiil- 
iam Briggs, of that city. It was said at the time 
that the union was not favorably regarded by 
the Commodore's family, but some representa- 
tives of it were, nevertheless, present at the 
marriage. The accounts published at the time 
described Mrs. Vanderbilt as about 30 years old, 
tall, queenly, and beautiful. 

After her husband’s death, which took place 
Jan. 4, 1877, she continued to live quietly at the 
Vanderbilt residence, No. 10 Washington-place, 
which, with its furniture and statuary, was 
given to her by the Commodore’s will. Under 
the will she also received $500,000 in United 
States bonds, in accordance with the provisions 
ot an antenuptial agreement by which she 
waived her right toa dower and other interests 
in the Commodore’s estate. Her circle of ac- 
quaintances was auite large, as well as fashiona- 
ble, and she was very highly esteemed therein. 
In the language of one of her friends: * Mrs. 
Vanderbilt’s distinguishing traits of character 
were noble loyalty to duty, devotion to exalted 
Christian principles, beautiful unselfishness of 
purpose, love for her family, tender charity for 
all, and a refined and shrinking delicacy of feel- 
ing, combined with the most infiexible firmness 
for truth.” 

Funeral service will be held Thursday morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock, in the Church of the Strangers, 
and will be conducted by the Rev. Dr. Deems. 
The interment will be inthe Vanderbilt plot, in 
the Moravian Cemetery, at New-Dorp, Staten 
Island. There were numerous callers at the 
house yesterday, among whom were Mr. and 
Mrs. William H. Vanderbilt, Mr. and Mrs. Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt, Capt. Jacob Vanderbilt, F. P. 
Freeman, Mrs. Osgood, Mrs. Britton, Mr. and 
Mrs. W. kK.

MR. SARGENT’S BODY CREMATED. 

PirTspURG, Penn. May 4.—The crema- 
tion at Lancaster yesterday of the body of Mr. 
Samuel J. Sargent was the talk of the street. 
The curious death notice in the city papers con- 
tained no mention of the funeral. The standing 
of the family, the accomplishments of Mr. Sar- 
gent, and his peculiar death added interest to 
the matter. Wednesday last he superintended 
the building of a fence and retired to bed In his 
usual health. At midnight he awoke his wife 
by calling for water, but before she could get it 
he was dead. A post-mortem examination was 
held the next day. It was found that the imme- 
diate cause of death was fatty degeneration of 
the beart. About two quarts of clotted blood 
was found in his chest. He was a native of New- 
York. His wife is the daughter of Dr. Beatty, 
of this city. She was first married to Dr. Fuller, 
of Uniontown, but was divorced from him soon 
afterward. Mr. Sargent met Mrs. Fuller during 
his travels. They were married about two years 
ago. Mrs. Sargent is wealthy. Mr. Sargent 
desired that his body should be cremated. This, 


‘he argued, was the only proper disposition for 


dead bodies. 





A STRIKE NOT ORDERED. 

MonTREAL, May 4.—The Grand Trunk 
workmen held a meeting at 6:15 A. M. to-day to 
decide whether to strike or not. The Chairman 
explained that they had only till 7 o’clock to 
make up their minds, as after that hour those 
who had not returned to work would be regarded 
as strikers. A show of hands was taken at once, 
and of the 700 workmen present 600 voted for a 
strike. One man voted to return to work apd 
the others ceclined to vote. Another vote was 
taken with the same result,and the Chairman 
said if they were not unanimous they had better 
return to work at once,as the minority and 
those who had already gone to. work could run 
the shops alone, and besides the Western men 
had accepted the reduction. The men then re- 
turned to work.

PRINCE KARAGEORGEWITZ. 

The career of Prince Alexundre Kara- 
georgewitz, of Servia, whose death is announced 
by cable, was a notable one, andaptly illustrates 
the reverses to which the crowned heads of the 
smaller European principalities are subject. The 
Prince was the son of the famous Kara, known 
to history as **George the Black,’’ who estab- 
lished the independence of Servia, and was 
raised from alow rank to the throne. Alexan- 
dre was born in 1806, and after the death of his 
father, in 1816, he left Bessarabia, where he;was 
beginning his education, and went with his 
mother to Valachia, where they lived 
on a& moderate pension, Michael Obréno- 
vitch having been placed on the _ throne 
of Servia through the influence of Russia. 
Alexandre afterward received permission from 
Obrénovitch to return to Servia, and was at- 
tached to the military household of the Prince 
in the capacity of aide-de-camp. After the de- 
thronement of Obrénovitch, in 1842, the National 
Assembly was convenea, and the son of the 
Liberator was saluted Kniaze by the Diet. The 
Porte ratified this choice of the Assembly, but 


Russia protested against it, and a Russian and a 
Turkish Commissioner were sent to Servia to set- 
tle the question of the Prince's right to govern 
the principality. Alexandre was obliged to sub- 
mit to a provisionai Government, which was 
placed in charge of a Regent, buton June 15 
1843, he was re-elected Kniaze in the presence o 
the two Commissioners, and the Porte then 
issued a definitive firman recognizing him as the 
ruler of Servia. 

The new Prince found himself surrounded by 
difficulties. Placed between the avowed dis- 
pleasure of Russia and the intrigues of Austria, 
he was obliged to rely wholly for support on the 
tear gs friendship of Turkey. e devoted 

imself to works for the benefit of Servia, and 
his efforts were very successful. He encouraged 
the devolopment of agriculture and commerce, 
and before he had been in power 10 years 
the export and import trade of Servia 
had doubled. New roads were constructed, 
which gave to the principality access to 
all the neighboring provinces. A system 
of public instruction was organized on a 
vast scale, and little Servia boasted of a 
military school, an art school, a school of agri- 
culture, and a number of otber bigh institutions 
of learning. After the rupture between Russia 
and Turkey in 1853 Prince Karageorgewitz re- 
fused to abandon his policy of neutrality and 
resisted the Nationa! Party, which was agitating 
fora revolt against the Porte. The Porte, as a 
reward for his fidelity, voluntarily issued a 
firman by which it confirmed the privileges 
and immunities enjoyed by Servia, and the 
treaty of March 30, 1856, substituted for the sin- 
gle guarantee of Turkey that of all the signa- 
tory powers. 

In 1857 a plot against the Prince by the agents 
of Miloch was discovered, in which a number of 
Senators and high officials were implicated, 
among them S8téfanovitz, President of the Sen- 
ate, and Sveko Raiovitz, President of the Court 
of Cassation. These two were promptly con- 
demned to death and six of the other ringieaders 
to imprisonment at hard labor for life. The se- 
verity of the sentence aroused sympathy for the 
conspirators, and the Porte, sustained by the 
Consuls of France and Russia, — the ex- 
ecutions. Soon after the National Assembly de- 
manded that the Prince abdicate, and he was 
obliged to tiy from Servia, where such a spirit of 
vindictive opposition to his rule had _ been 
aroused that his life was in danger. On Dec. 22, 
1857, Prince Karageorgewitz was formally de- 
throned, and Miloch was made Kniaze in his 
place. Little more was heard of Kara- 
georgewitz until 1868, except that he con- 
tinued to be a claimant to the throne 
of Servia. He had little following, however, 
and made no progress toward regaining his lost 
throne. In i868 Prince Michel of Servia was 
assassinated, and in June of that year Kara- 
georgewitz was accused of having instigated the 
murder. He wasthen an exile in Austria, and a 
demand was made for his extradition. The 
Austrian Government refused to surrender him, 
but had an investigation of the charges made by 
the Tribunal at Pesth. The Prince was acquitted 
at this first trial on the ground otf a lack of evi- 
dence. In 1870, however, he was again tried be- 
fore the Court of Appeals, and was convicted and 
sentenced to an imprisonment of eight years. 
Since then he has played no prominent part in 
the affairs of Servia, although he continued to 
insist on his right to the throne until his death.

BRINLEY RICHARDS. 

Brinley Richards, who had made the 
songs of Wales known and welcome in almost 
every part of the civilized world, died yesterday. 
Mr. Richards was born in Carmarthen in 1819. 
His father was the organist of St. Peter's 
Church, in that town. When about 15 years of 
age young Richards was a competitor at an 
eistedfodd held at Cardiff under the Presidency 
of the then Marquis of Bute. He won the prize, 
and in later years he often asserted that by this 
success the whole course of his life was influ- 
enced, The young man soon found a friend to 
assist him in musical studies in the person of the 
then Duke of Newcastle, by whose help he was 
started on the career which afterward made him 
famous. Mr.Richards went to the Royal Academy 
of Music, where his careful work and laborious 
study gained him the King’s scholarship, an 
honor which he was the first Welshman to receive. 
His best known composition is the famous 
song “God Bless the Prince of Wales,” which 
has become a national hymn in Wales. The an- 
them was suggested and resolved upon atan 
eistedfodd held in 1862 in the ruins of Carnarvon 
Castle, where the first Prince of Wales was born 
in 1284. The title at first was**The Prince of 
Our Native Land.” This was changed by the 
composer to its present title. The song was in- 
troduced to the public by the famous tenor 
Sims Reeves, in St. James Hall, London, on Feb. 
14, 1868, about the time of the marriage of the 
heir apparent.

Launey Van Horn, the last survivor ex- 

cept Burt Van Horn, of a prominent pioneer 


family of Niagara County, died at Newfane on 
Saturday. He was 75 years old. 

Frederick Conway, the only surviving 
Freemason of Camden, Me., who protected the 
Masonic property during the Morgan excite- 
ment, died yesterday morning, aged 85 years. 
In 1825 he marched in the procession of Masons 
at the dedication of Bunker Hill Monument. 

J. L. Carbrey, a flour merchant, and for 
many years a member of the Produce Exchange, 
died at his residence, No. 113 East Seventieth- 
street, on Sunday. He was 52 years of age, and 
enjoyed the distinction of being the largest man, 
physically, in the Produce Exchange. He 
weighed about 300 pounds. 

Patrick McMahon, who is to be buried 
to-day from his late residence, No. 200 Avenue 
A, was a well-known member of the County 
Democracy in the Fourteenth Assembly Dis- 
trict. He died Saturday night of pneumonia, 
leaving a widow and an infant. For about a 
year he bad been an attendant of the Supreme 
Court. 

Marius Brandagee, a retired fruit im- 
porter of this city, died at his residence in Eliza- 
beth, N. J..on Sunday. He was 62 years of age. 
Untilafew months ago Mr. Brandagee was at 
the head of the firm of Brandagee & Thorn, at 
No. 26 Beaver-street. He had been a member of 
the Maritime Exchange since its organization. 
His funeral will occur at 4 P. M. to-day from the 
tamuly residence in Elizabeth. 

John S. Marcy, for many years a promi- 
nent resident of Riverhead, Long Island, died 
Sunday night in Brooklyn, to which city he had 
Heys tg: Beano He represented Suffolk County 
in the Legislature for two terms and was one of 
the incorporators of the Jamesport Camp Meet- 
ing Association. Mr. Marcy was formerly Pres- 
ident and Treasurer of the Suffolk County Agri- 
cultural Society. He was extensively engaged 
in the menhaden fisheries. 

The death is announced in London, of 
James Chaine, Conservative member of Parlia- 
ment from County Antrim, Ireland. Mr. Chaine 
was born 1n County Antrim in 1841 and received 
his education at the Blackheath Proprietary 
Grammar School. In 1863 he married a daughter 
of C. A. Creery, of County Down. He was a 
magistrate for his native county, and also served 
a term as High Sheriff. He was chosen to repre- 
sent County Antrim in Parliament in 1874 as suc- 
cessor to Lord Yarmouth. 

Auguste Dumont, who was known in 
France as the ‘* Newspaper King,” died in Paris 
yesterday in the sixty-ninth year of hisage. He 
was born in Paris in 1816 and studied for the pro- 
fession of law, but having a decided leaning 
toward journalism he gave up his legal aspira- 
tions at the age of 20 and began to write for the 
Paris press. e founded during his life more 
than 40 newspapers and periodicals, of which he 
acted at some part of his life either as editor 
in chief or manager. The better known 
of these journals were Le Propagateur, L’ Esta- 
fette, L’Echo du Commerce, La République, Le 
Courrier de Paris, L’Opintone Nationale, Lhenes 
yocae Figaro, La Lanterne, and Le Téé- 
graphe. 


ALARM IN A CATHOLIC CHURCH. 

ReapinG, Penn., May 4.—St. Paul’s Ro- 
man Catholic Church was thrown into some- 
thing near a panic yesterday afternoon, the oc- 
casion being the first communion of several 
hundred catechumens.

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MR. CLEVELAND IN OFFICE 


HE IS WARMLY PRAISED BY 
HENRY WATTERSON. 

THE PRESIDENT DESCRIBED AS A MAN OF 
CHARACTER—GOOD ADVICE TO FAULT- 
FINDING DEMOCRATS. 

WASHINGTON, May 4.—Henry Watterson, 
who has been here forthe past week, will to- 
night send the following to his paper as express- 
ive of his impressions of President Cleveland 
and his Administration: 


A slight attack of sore eyes suggested a visit 
to Washington, and having tried the Executive 
and departmental treatment for nearly a week, 
it bas occurred to me thata brief account of 
some impressions of the Administration may not 
be without interest to the readers ot the Courier- 
Journal. On acertain occasion, Artemus Ward 
stepped in front of his canvas and pointing to 
the passing scene, said to his audience: ** Ladies 
and gentlemen, these are horses. It was only 
this morning. that the artist came to me with 
tearsin his eyes and’exclaimed, * I can conceal 
it from you no longer, Mr. Ward, they are 
horses.’ In its entire utterances and appoint- 
ments, the Administration has so spoken 
to the country. It can conceal it no 
longer, it is a Democratic Administration. 
For my part I have never doubted this in the 
least. If I had been given the making of it I 
could not better have suited myself. Indeed, I 
have been so well pleased that I have been con- 
tent to stay at home and play at philosophy, 
leaving others to play at patronage, quite satis- 
fied that the President and the eminént and ac- 
complished men with whom he has surrounded 
himself might be trusted to give usa civil serv- 
ice capable and clean, to handle the public bust- 
ness with fidelity and efficiency, and to discharge 
adequately their obligations both to the people 
and the party. Personal contact and opportu- 
nities for getting at botn sides of points of 
criticism and dispute have strengthened these 
original impressions, and I am happy to say that 
the case of sore eyes with which started from 
home has entirely disappeared, 

The President isa less reserved and a more so- 
ciable man than I had been in the habit of think- 
ing him. Heis at once exact and exacting, but 
there is beneath his unmistakaply businesslike 
purpose and exterior a doughtiness of spirit and 
an engaging candor which come out strong 
for very little provocation. and which save his 
manners from severity. Genial is hardly the 
word to Gescribe the sunny side of him, for he 
isa serious man and a hardworked and hard- 
working man. But he hasthe gift of apprecia- 
tion, a simple schoolboy love of fair play, and a 
repose oh an unaffected and compiete and 
singularly lacking both in cynicism and vacu- 
ity. Iobserved the latter of these admirable 
qualities in Miss Cleveland, whose rapid advance- 
ment and elevation to the highest social honors 
and duties have nowise disconcerted her, and 
who will add one more name to the very short 
list of ladies who have signalized and adorned 
the mistress-ship of the Executive mansion. Her 
brother is not so deeply nor so seriously read as 
she; notso much of a doctrinaire, if, indeed, a 
doctrinaire at all, for I should say he bas been a 
student rather of men than of books; but he 
has an undeniable genius for command, and, 
for one of so little ostentation, is the most 
unpromising subject of tamiliarity imag- 
inable. His weight and reach of brain 
have perhaps never been tested or meas- 
ured. He has yet to put forth his full 
mental powers and resources. Time, which de- 
velops, can only disclose the nature and extent 
of these. But there is one thing about him 
which nothing can obscure, which shows itself 
in all he says and does, and which is blazoned 
upon all his aspects. That is character, and .the 
older I grow and the more I see of life and men, 
the more respect I bave for character, when 
brought to contrast with intellect. Many a man 
called dull and slow has by honest purposes and 
inflexible will, enlightened by nothing more 
luminous than plain, good sense, the offspring of 
everyday experience, conferred inestimable 
blessings upon his kind, while the history of the 
world is full of examples of curses wrought by 
brilliancy corrupt and genius misapplied. Mr. 
Cleveland isa plain, sober man. There is nothing 
dramatic or sensational about him, He has not, 
like so many politicians, a long conscience and 
ashort memory. His hates and his loves are few 
positive, and sincere. He has shown bimself 
abundantly able to say ** No,” and yet, as I have 
seen him, no man hasa livelier wish to gratify 
the wishes of others. He wants todo the right 
thing and the kindly thing, and thereis not the 
smallest doubt that since his election he has 
been inspired py the truest spirit of justice and 
the most conscientious sense of duty, equally 
loyal to his great place and to his pariy, asking 
no hg and looking to his work to vindicate 
itself. 

Very great forbearance and a patient temper 
should be extended by the public to such a pub- 
lic servant. He selected his political advisers by 
the rule of fitness, and he has inspired them wit 
his own businesslike spirit. The departments 
are in hands most uniform and methodical. In 
every one of them there circulates the atmos- 
phere of the workshop. To say nothing about 
practical benefits and utilitarian performance 
and promise, all this has a moral value incaicu- 
lable. It is, in itself, a sort of democracy, anda 
much needed sort at that. 

The attack of Mr. Eustis upon the Adminis- 
tration seems to me equally unjust and unwise. 
As lone as Senators and Representatives insist 
upon sharing the patronage of the Government 
they should be willing to share its responsibili- 
ties. To-day the President is just two months 
in office. here has been no attempt to shape a 
policy. The thankless duty of hearing the ap- 
peals and considering the claims of aspirants, 
and the friends of aspirants, bas consumed all 
the time. Appointments mean disappointments, 
because for every place there are a dozen or 
more’ applicants, and for each which he fills the 
President must take the risk of making one 
traitor and eleven enemies. No one under- 
stands this better than Mr. Eustis, who isa 
deliberate and thoughtful man, and hence it is 
a matter of surprise to those who know him 
that he should break with the Administration 
upon a simple question of patronage. There is 
little reason to doubt that when Congress as- 
sembles he will find himself in close agreement 
and sympathy withit upon all the leading issues 
of the time, so that he will be placed in the awk- 
ward situation of having lis approval and sup- 
bey agge from him in spite of his personal 

ostility, a circumstance which whips the ad- 
vantages of the controversy over to the side of 
the President. The Louisiana Senator, indeed, 
may geta temporary profit out of this at home 
—albeit 1t is by no means certain that he will— 
but in the long run it cannot pay a man of his 
character and ability. He can, of course, em- 
barrass the Administration in the Senate. But 
something better is worthy a Senator so eminent 
and so ambitious, 

After 24 years of absence from power the Dem- 
ocratic Party has, by littie less than a miracle, 
come into the custody of the National Govern- 
ment. Whether it retains that custody will de- 

end upon the success or failure of the men it 
1as delegated to represent it. The party 1s on 
trial.

There will be time enough to disown 
it when it violates its pledges. In the meantime 
Democrats should remember that 1t is composed 
of Democrats; that the Democrats who compose 
it have their rights with the rest, and that no 
one of them has given the smallest reason 
for anybody to distrust him. I have encountered 
but one spirit here—and my opportunities for 
forming a judgment have been the most ample— 
and this is a spirit of png! to the party and the 
country. I will stake my life upon the sincerity 
of this,and I assure the disappointed and the 
doubting among Democrats that, if the Presi- 
dent should go faster than he fs going he would 
surely run his bark ashore. One story is good 
till another is told. The Administration that 
starts out to please everybody will end by pleas- 
ing nobody. This Administration is trying to do 
its duty. Beset on all sides by complications and 
badgered day in and day out by importunities, it 
has kept its temper passing well, and has made 
no more mistakes than are common to newcom- 
ers in office, and not 860 many as might have 


been expected.

yielded to the latter, who chose Thompson, who 
isa Democrat. Messrs. Frederick, Murphy, and 
Weaver are expected to reach Washington to- 
night, while Mr. Hall returned home, The main 
difference between the committee and the Con- 
gressmen was that the former desired Col. Keat- 
ley, of Council hiuffs, a gallant soldier and 
Greely Republican, in place ot Mr. Finch, one 
of the Bourbons of the Territorial period.

ESCAPING THE GALLOWS. 
—_———_——— 
TEN YEARS, IMPRISONMENT FOR MURDER- 
ING THEIR STEPFATHER. 

Curnton, Ga., May 4.—The trial just 
concluded of James W. and Stephen Stubbs, 
forthe murder of their stepfather, Col. Benja- 
min Beck, and his son Benjamin developed one 
of the strangest stories ever told in a Georgia 
court room. Several years ago Mrs. Stubbs, the 
mother of the two defendants, was left a widow 
with acomfortable support. Col. Beck, one of 
the most substantial citizens of the county, had 
lost his wife about the same time. The mutual 
condolences exchanged between the pair soon 
ripened into a tenderer feeling, which resulted 
in marriage and the consolidation of more 


material interests. The lady contributed, be- 
sides property, her two sons, Stephen and 
James, and the Colonel threw in as an off- 
set his sons, James and Benjamin. Affairs, how- 
ever, did not work well. The Stubbs boys were 
inclined to dispose of their farm products just 
as they had before the consolidation, which the 
stepfather looked upon as an invasion of his 
property rights. In November last Col. Beck ac- 
cused the two stepsons of theft, and announced 
his determination to send them to the peniten- 
tiary. On the morning of Sunday, Nov. 16, 
James and Stephen Stubbs stood on the doorstep 
ready to leave for the little church near by. Col. 
Beck, seeing them, ordered them not to leave 
the house until the arrival of the officer for 
whom he had sent to arrest them. Just then 
James Beck mounted a horse and rode off to 
summon the officer. 

‘“We can’t stand such treatment as this,” said 
James Stubbs to his brother Stephen. ‘*Go 
into the house and get the guns and we will 
clean the crowd out.”’ 

James Stubbs then opened fire on his step- 
father, who was altogether unprepared for the 
new turn which affairs bad taken. He was re- 
inforced by his son Benjamin, and both men 
found themselves being peppered with a fusil- 
lade of buckshot. They retreated from their 
assailants, pleading that they were unarmed 
and begging for mercy. 

“The mercy you gave is what you'll get” was 
the only satisfaction the wounded men could 
get. Whipping out their revolvers the thorough- 
iy enraged brothers went up closer to the 
wounded men, who were lying prostrate in the 
agony of death, and riddled them fearfully, con- 
tinuing to shoot as long as the victims lived. By 
this time James Beck and the officer had re- 
turned, only to behold the shocking evidences of 
the conflict which had been raging. The country 
around was horrified at the fearful tragedy, and 
had the trial taken place then there is little 
doubt as to what the result would have been. 

The trial of James Stubbs, the leading spirit, 
lasted 48 hours. There were present his young 
wife and infant babe, whose presence had its 
effect upon the jury, for the verdict of man- 
slaughter was the surprising result. Stepnen 
was then allowed to plead guilty to the same 
offense, and both were then sentenced to 10 years 
in the penitentiary.

He had nothing whatever to do 
with the recent numerous robberies in this 
county, but supposed that according to custom 
they were all attributed to him. 





A NOVEL CHARGE OF FORGERY. 

Toronto, May 4.—Frank November, of 
Chicago, was arrested and brought before the 
police court here to-day on a rather novel 
charge of forgery.

INVESTIGATING THE TENEMENT 
HOUSE FIRE, 

WHAT INSPECTOR D’CENCH SAYS—CHIEF 
FISHER’S REPORT—TELEGRAPH ‘ WIRES 
AGAIN IN THE WAY. 

Another name was added, yesterday 
Ro the list of those killed in the fire at the 
tenement house at No. 672 First-avenue. Kate 
Koerner, 28 years old, died in great agony in 
Bellevue Hospital at 3 o’clock in the morning. 
She was delirious at the time of her desth. 
Mrs. Ida Rorich, who has nearly rocovered from 
her injuries, was taken from Bellevue by her 
husband during the day. At the Morgue are the 
bodies of Mary, the servant of Humphrey, and 
Minna Kretzschmar and her son Richard. The 
body of the servant will be buried on Friday by 
the Charity Commissioners unless it is claimed 
before that time. The funeral of the Kretzsch- 
mars is to be held to-day at Bellevue, and they 
will be buried at Calvary Cemetery. The funeral 
of Kate, Pauline, and Mrs. Koerner is to be held 
nt the Church of the Holy Trinity, Forty-second- 
street and Fourth-avenue, to-day. Eleven of 
the sufferers still remain at Bellevue, and all are 
doing well except Martna Kretzschmar, 12 years 
old, whose condition is serious. The bodies of 
Joseph Humphrey and his child were taken away 
yesterday and will be buried at Bayside Ceme- 
tery to-day at 1 o’clock. 

A curious crowd covered the sidewalks in front 
of the half-burned tenement in First-avenue 
yesterday. A fireman and policeman guarded 
the charred hall and stairways inside the build- 
ing. The restaurant was closed, but the saloon 
was packed with thirsty customers and the bar- 
keeper kept busy throughout the day. From 
the street there is nothing to suggest the recent 
fire—no blackened walls, no broken windows, 
nor scorched casements. Curtains fiuttered in 
the upper windows, and a boy leaned over the 
gill whence Mrs. Hurley made her fatal leap, 
while on the front doors the words, * Board and 
Lodgings, $4 50 a Week,” and ‘* Oysters and 
Lager Bier” were displayed in large letters. 

Fire Commissioner Van Cott called on Super- 
jntendent D’Oench, of the Building Bureau, for 
kn statement whether the owner of the tenement 
prits agent had in any way violated the law 
regulating fire escapes, &c, The reply was that 
at the time the building was erected the rules of 
the department were fully observed, put that 
puch a building, with its escapes and narrow 
stairways. could not be constructed under the 
present ruling of the department. It was ex- 

ected thata “‘special report” of the fire would 

sent to the Commissioners yesterday, but it 
will be presented to-day. The rerular report of 

Chief Fisher, of the Eighth Battalion, reached 

the headguarters, in Mercer-street, yesterday 

afternoon. He says that on reaching the fire 
on Sunday morning he found Chief Shay in 
command. Two extension ladders 25 and 35 feet 

Jong were up and there was a chain of life sav- 

ing ladders on the north and south sides of the 

Durning building. The men had life saving belts 

and ropes and went from window to window 

rescuing and lowering the inmates until the fifth 
fioor was reached. Chief Fisher said thatin his 
opinion the people were suffocated by hot smoke 

fore the alarm wassent out. The life saving 
corps rescued all who were seen at the windows 
after their arrival. The two hook and ladder 
companies of the battalion were on duty at No. 

8 Park-avenue when the First-avenue alarm 

was given. The third alarm was finally rung, 

and then other assistance came. 

In closing his report, Chief Fisher said: “If 
there had been a fire escape in the front of the 
building the persons rescued would have been 
flown in the street before the arrival of the de- 

artment. It was impossible for persons in 

ront of the building to reach the rear fire 
escape, owing to the amount of fire on the 
stairway, and the rear rooms being heavily 
charged with hot smoke. Added to this the 
wooden piatforms and rubbish on the fire 
tescape took fire. I would also state that this 
fire had been burning some 20 or 30 minutes 

‘before the alarm was given, as the woodwork 

all the way up the hallway was completely 

burned away.” ‘ 

Members ot Engine Company No. 14 reported 

that they found the door leading to the roof of 
the blazing tenement locked, so that no one 
could escape by that way until too late. The 
rear blinds and windows were also fastened. The 
firemen and police who were ut the scene of the 
fire all unite in the statement that there was 
considerable delay in getting the ladders up the 
front of the burning building, due to the tele- 
graph wires stretched aloft. The number of 
wiresin frontof the building is 16, strung on 
poles reaching midway between the second and 
third stories. The assistant foreman of Hook 
and Ladder Company No. 3 said yesterday that 
the smoke pouring from the house obscured 
the wires, and tbat when the = lad- 
ders were hoisted they were caught, and 
had to be _ rehoisted. While this added 
delay probably made no difference in the casual- 
ties, it was one of the many cases in which life 
Was endangered by the presence of the wires. It 
Was nowadays usually impossible to hoist lad- 
ders direct from the street, as was the case 
formerly. They had instead to carry them in- 
side the line of the poles and hoist them side- 
ways to the windows of a burning building. 
t These statements were concurred in by the 
assistant foreman of Engine No. 21, who in- 
/formed the reporter that the firemen all com- 
‘plained of the trouble caused by the tangle of 
ithe wires in front of the building. Officers 
{Dolan and Kenny, who were on duty at the fire, 
gaid thatit was found necessary to hoist the laa- 
i\ders three or four times before they could be got 
into proper position, they catching upon the 
wires each time, necessitating a delay of several 
minutes. 

Coroner Martin impaneled a jury in the after- 
moon and they visited the scene of the fire and 
the Morgue. Without taking any testimony 
tthe Coroner adjourned the inguest until 11 
'o’clock Thursday morning.

THE NEW CUNARDER ETRURIA, 


A FLOATING PALACE WHICH ITIS EXPECTED 
WILL CROSS THE OCEAN IN SIX DAYS. 


The Etruria, the latest addition to the 
Cunard fleet, arrived here from Liverpool on her 
first transatlantic trip yesterday. The new vessel 
was built of steel at the yard of John Elder & 
Co., ‘on the Clyde. Her gross measurement is 
8,000 tons and her dimensions are: Length, 520 
feet; breadth of beam, 5734 feet, and depth of 
hold, 41 feet. The hold is divided into 10 water- 
tizht compartments by means of bulkheads, 
which run to the upper deck. 

The Etruria has been very strongly built, 
and is qualified for use by the Admiralty as a 
transport of the highest class. The engines in- 
dicate a horse-power of 14,000. They are com- 

ound, with three inverted cylinders. The 

igh pressure cylinder is 71 inches in diameter, 
and the two low pressure cylinders are each 103 
inches in diameter. The piston stroke of each 
cylinder is six feet. The builders think that the 

truria will be able to cross from Queenstown 
to Sandy Hook in six days,.or a little more than 
that time. 

The new vessel can accommodate 720 cabin 
passengers and 1,000 immigrants. The saloon, 
which extends the entire width of the vessel and 


is 76 teet long, has been very handsomely fitted - 


up. The staterooms are well lighted and venti- 
jated and contain every facility for comfort. 
There are several suits of rooms for families. 
The promenade deck for cabin passengers is 300 
feet long and extends the entire width of the 
vessel. Set in this is a cupola containing the 
cabin skylight. The ladies’ saloon is a model of 
elegance, and the smoking room has been hand- 
somely fitted up. There are five decksin all. 
Along the upper deck are a number of lifeboats, 
which can be lowered into the water at a mo- 
ment’s notice. 

The Etruria carries two very large smoke- 
stacks and is bark rigted. She is very long and 
stands well out of tae water. She 1s commanded 
by Capt. Cook. During the recent passage her 
machinery worked well, but as it was new the 
engineers did not put it to thetest. The weather 
was bad for several days early in the voyage, but 
on May 1 the vessel ran 448 and on the followin 
day 449 miles. She brought 209 first cabin, 3 
second cabin, and 534 steerage passengers. 

It has been stated that this is the only trip to 
this port that the Etruria will make this sea- 
son,as she has been chartered by the British 
Government. She will be thrown open for in- 
spection on Thursday or Friday. mong the 
Etruria's passengers were the Baron Van Zuy- 
len, Bronson Howard, the Rev, Henry E. Lane, 
the Rev. Abbé Bouchard, W. Cunard, Gen.

HONORING CHARLES O’CONOR. 





HIS BUST PLACED IN THE GENERAL TERM 
ROOM OF THE SUPREME COURT. 

During the proceedings of the Supreme 
Court, General Term, yesterday afternoon, Jus- 
tices Davis, Brady, and Daniels being on the 
bench, Mr. A. Van Briesen arose and said: “In 
the year 1867 a bust of the late Charles O’Conor 
was presented to this court, accepted, and as- 
signed a placein the room which the court at 
that time occupied, but the delicate instincts 
of Mr. O’Conorinduced him to ask that dur- 
ing the term of his life the bust should not be 
exhibited where his daily duties brought him in 
contact with his brother iawyers. The court, 


recognizing the propriety of his request, turned 
the bust over to him forsate keeping. In the 
Spring of 1882, when Mr. O’Conor took final 
leave of his old home in the northern part of this 
city, he requested me to safely keep this trust, 
the property of this court, and should he die to 
return it into its custody. That sad event hav- 
ing occurred, it only remains for me now to 
move that the court secure possession of this 
gift and assign it a prominent place, so that the 
members of the Bar who practice here may draw 
that inspiration from its presence which the con- 
stant reminder of his noble attainments and of 
the purity of his life and aims will be certain to 
am part.” 

Frederick R. Coudert, who seconded the mo- 
tion in behalf of the friends and relatives of 
Mr. O’Conor, said that the rare distinction 
which the acceptance of the gift would confer 
upon the adyocate whose wreatness was shown 
and whose glory was acquired outside of official 
life was one which no member of the Bar ex- 
cept himself would have felt unmerited even 
while he lived. He may have felt, however, 
that no man was entitled to anticipate the judg- 
ment which can only be safely pronounced when 
the record of his life is closed. Many warm trib- 
utes have been paid to his memory since his 
death, but none will more fully express his real 
pre-eminence than the tact that the court in 
which he labored so long thought him worthy of 
this place. , 

Chief-Justice Davis, after consulting with his 
colleagues, accepted the bust. and paida brief 
tribute tothe memory of Mr. O’Conor. ‘* This 
bust,” he said, * will stand as the memorial of a 
great lawyer inthe room where more members 
of the Bar appear than in any other part of the 
Court House, and though many of us may re- 
quire no memorial to recall his virtues, yet to 
the younger members of the Bar it will be a con 
stant reminder of the success which may be a 
tained by a lawyer who devotes himself assidu- 
ously to the arduous duties of his profession, re- 
soived at all times to maintain justice, truth, and 
the rights of his fellow-men. There was no 
manin this community who loved justice and 
right more than Mr. O’Conor. He always 
brought to his cases the conviction of his con- 
science. He was for a longtime the leader of the 
Bar of the State, and we can do nothing more 
than to recognize that fact, and as one mode re- 
ceive this excelient bust, and in so doing revive 
the memory of his great work.” 

The bust, which is a remarkably fine one, of 
white marble, standing on a pedestal of polished 
black marble, was placed at the west side of the 
court room, within the inclosure reserved for 
the Bar. fakes

JOSEPH J. M‘AVOY’S DEATH. 

* Joseph J. McAvoy, clerk of Part II. of 

the Supreme Court, Circuit, died at his.home, 

Tenth-avenue and One Hundred and Fifty-sec- 

ond-street, yesterday afternoon. He had been 

sick for nearly a year, the greater part of that 


time having been confined to his bed. He suf- 
fered from a cancer, which resulted from a 
bruise on the ankle of his right foot, caused by 
blows of his left foot while removing his shoes, 
About a year ago he was advised to have his in- 
jured foot amputated, but he delayed taking 
this advice until after last election. When the 
amputation had been effected it was found that 
the roots of the cancer had permeated his leg, 
and that his death was a question of only ashort 
time. 

Mr. McAvoy was 36 years old. He was born in 
Carmansville, and lived there ail hts life. In 
1880 and 1881 he represented the Nineteenth Dis- 
trict in the Assembly, and in 1882 he was its mem- 
ber inthe Board of A:dermen. He was a mem- 
ber of Tammany Hal! until he fell under the ban 
of John Kelly, several years ago, after which 
time he was a strong factor in the County De- 
mocracy. Few men had so many friends as he, 
and few deserved friends more. He was gener- 
ous toa fault, andfrom his benevolent disposi- 
tion and clean-shaven, frank, clerical face was 
commonly known among his friends as * Father 
Joe.” His funeral will be attended by the depu- 
pd clerks of the Supreme Court and the clerks of 
the County Clerk's office.

WADE HAMPTON’S BOND PURCHASE. 

United States Senator Wade Hampton, 
of South Carolina, has brought suit in the Su- 
preme Court against H. Duncan Wood, a broker 
of this city, to recover the value of certain bonds. 
Some time ago Mr. Hampton bought 16 bonds 


of the Charlotte Air Line Railroad of the par 
value of $500 each. They were purchased 
through Mr. Wood, acting as the Senator's 
agent, and held by him subject to Mr. Hamp- 
ton’s orders. On Feb. 10 Mr. Hampton instruct- 
ed his broker to sell the bonds and turn the pro- 
ceeds over to the Senator’s account. This, Mr. 
Hampton charges, Mr. Wood failed to do, and 
the suit is‘brought for $6,680, with interest, which 
was the market value of the bonds when Mr. 
Hampton wanted them solid. Mr. Wood’s answer 
to the complaint has not yet been made, As Mr. 
Hampton is a non-resident he gave a bond as se- 
curity for the costs of thesuit. His surety on 
this bond is William R. Travers. 





GLASS IMPORTERS CONVICTED. 

The trial of Edward A. Boyd and George 
H. Boyd, the plate glass importers of Wooster- 
street, was concluded yesterday in the United 
States Circuit Court. The Government present- 
ed further evidence showing that the importa- 
tions of glass under free permits, which it was 
alleged by the defendants were for the Phila- 
delphia Federal building, were largely in excess 
of the amount furnished for that structure. 
The jury, after five mioutes’ deliberation, re- 
turned with a verdict of guilty. The younger 
Boyd was allowed to furnish bail for $15,000, 
awaiting sentence. It was stated that Edwin A. 
Boyd was in poor health and had just returned 
in ony stages from Florida, and a plea was 
made that he also be admitted to bail. Judge 
Benedict allowed counsel to prepare affidavits in 
regard to Mr. Boyd's illness. A motion for a 
new trial will be made. The Boyds are liable to 
a fine of from $50 to $5,000 or imprisonment not 
exceeding two years, or both. 


JAMES R. KEENE'S NOTES. 

A large share of the paper given by 
James R. Keene in settling with his creditors 
soon after his failure in business, one year ago, 
fell due yesterday. It was pretty generally 
understood in Wall-strect that Mr. Keene was in 
no condition to take up any of his notes.

THE SERGEANT’S LAWYERS TRYING TO SE- 
CURE HIS RELEASE ON BAIL, 

‘The lawyers of Sergt. David H. Crowley, 
who is charged with assaulting Maggie Morris, 
went into the Oyerand Terminer Court yester- 
day and asked Juage Van Brunt to release the 
prisoner on bail. Crowley was present in the 
custody of two constables, and for the brief 
time he was on exhibition he wholly eclipsed 
Short. Assistant District Attorney Purdy said 
that an indictment against Crowley would prob- 
ably be presented by the Grand Jury later in the 


day, and he suggested that the proper course 
would be to apply for bail in the court where 
the indictment should be returned, Col. Charles 
8. Spencer wanted bail fixed at once, and said 
that his client would at once prepare for trial. 
Mr. Spencer had considerable to say about 
Crowley’s innocence and the growth of the hot 
flame of indignation fanned by the hreezes of 
ili-judged and ill-informed public clamor. 
When the excitement had died down, he argued, 
the public would see that there were two sides of 
the story, and that one of them has not been 
told. Judge Van Brunt took the papers, and 
later in the day, when he was informed that the 
Grand Jury had found an indictment against 
Crowley. he dismissed the application. 

Crowley’s case and that of Bartender William 
Blint were the first brought before the Grand 
Jury yesterday. They found indictments against 
both prisoners, and they were arraigned before 
Recorder Smyth and pleaded not guilty. Col. 
Spencer asked Recorder Smyth to admit his 
client to bail. District Attorney Martine opposed 
the motion. He referred to the offense with 
which Crowley is charged as a crime of extraor- 
dinary brutality. He was opposed to the ad- 
mission of Crowley to bail, but if the court saw 
fit to grant the motion he hoped that sufficient 
bail would be required to insure the appearance 
of the prisoner for trial. Recorder Smyth took 
the papers and promised to decide the question 
this morning. lint has been unable to furnish 
the $5,000 bail required in his case. The defend- 
ants were remanded to the Tombs. Crowley is 
to be tried on Monday. 

P. J. Leason, of No. 40 Monroe-street, who 
weighs 350 pounds, is a friend of Sergt. Crowley. 
Yesterday he went to the Tombs to visit him 
and entered by the Franklin-street side. He told 
the gatekeeper that Crowley had been shame- 
fully treated, and that he had come to get him 
out of histrouble. Leason had already made a 
call atasaloon and felt very tired. He gotup 
three steps of the narrow winding stairway, 
and then sat down totakearest. Then he lay 
down onthe stairs, braced himself against the 
wall, and fell asleep. Four officers carried him 
up stairs and into the court room, where he was 
fined $5.
